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Report of the President 


Yune 30, 1946 


HE National Constitution of Pi 
Lambda Theta requires that the 
President exercise general supervision 
of the activities of the association, and 
that she perform certain other specifi- 
cally designated functions. The exact 
pattern of her responsibilities varies 
with the changing pattern of activities 
in the association, that pattern itself a 
reflection of a rapidly changing world. 
The first responsibility during the 
year 1945-46 was to supervise the 
setting up of the national office in its 
Los Angeles headquarters for the bi- 
ennium. Through the able assistance 
of our Executive Secretary, Virginia 
Sahs, who had worked in the New 
York office for a short time and met 
with the Board in the Poconos, the 
transition was made. Procedures were 
set in motion to carry into action the 
decisions of the Board, reported by 
the Executive Secretary elsewhere. In 
addition to intelligent handling of a 
great volume of routine, the Execu- 
tive Secretary has instituted certain 
time-saving innovations, and is pro- 
posing additional simplification of 
procedures in the interest of efficiency. 
The centralization of the work of the 
Association in a national office has 
proved the effective administrative 
technique envisioned by preceding 
presidents who established the plan. 
With the change of location came 
the setting up of standing committees 


for the biennium. The policy of 
spreading _ responsibility _ broadly 
among chapters, yet maintaining first 
hand contact through some member of 
the Board was again followed. The 
assistance of chapters in sending in 
“Nominations for Pi Lambda Theta 
Service” was invaluable in making 
such appointments. Reports of stand- 
ing committees are reported elsewhere 
by their respective chairmen. The 
wealth of an organization like ours is 
seen most clearly in the readiness of 
new people to undertake time-consum- 
ing work, and in the capable and 
democratic way in which that work is 
handled. 

One illustration of that teamwork is 
found in the handling of the JOURNAL, 
The Chairman of the JOURNAL Com- 
mittee, Alice Hayden, and the Editor, 
Virginia Lee Block, have worked tire- 
lessly together to plan both policy and 
execution. They have invited sugges- 
tions and aid, and have drawn to 
themselves assistants, both locally and 
nationally. The JOURNAL is growing in 
breadth and in  representativeness 
through such handling. 

The National Program and Project 
Committee under the chairmanship of 
Helene Hartley has similarly worked 
with many chapters in formulating 
ideas and in making suggestions. Its 
program has been that of the entire 
membership. The work of the Com- 
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mittee on Studies and Awards has 
been ably carried forward under the 
chairmanship of our former Presi- 
dent, Bess Goodykoontz. The Awards 
have been publicized, and it may be 
possible to announce results at the 
meeting of the Council. The work of 
the Loan Fund Board has been admin- 
istered under the efficient chairman- 
ship of Helen Bragdon. That project 
of the fraternity well reflects its pur- 
poses and interests. 

With the adoption of the new na- 
tional constitution at Toledo in 1943, 
a two-year transitional period began. 
This year has been the first of opera- 
tion under the pattern set by the new 
constitution. The instrument has 
proved itself wisely conceived. The 
Committee on Local Constitutions and 
Eligibility, under the chairmanship of 
Frances Mullen, graciously consented 
to complete the task so well begun in 
1943 of advising chapters on revision 
of local constitutions to bring them 
into harmony with the new national 
instrument. Of our sixty-two chapters, 
all have now submitted satisfactory 
revisions or are in the process of do- 
ing so. 

No new chapters have been added 
during the year, though Helen Walker, 
Chairman of the Committee on Ex- 
tension and our dynamic former 
President, reports several promising 
inquiries, The major issue concerning 
the feasibility of expansion outside the 
United States is one for consideration 
by this Council. 

The Nominating Committee, with 
Mabel Stark as chairman, worked 
long and carefully getting from chap- 
ters an expression of their wishes and 
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making a selection of nominees for 
first vice-president and for treasurer. 
In addition, the suggestions for pro- 
cedure for future committees should 
prove most valuable. 

May Sachs, Chairman of the Com- 
mittee on Public Relations, has formu- 
lated with her committee a statement 
of function and has prepared a list 
of related organizations and periodi- 
cals for use. The JoURNAL Committee 
is already working with the Committee 
on Public Relations in utilizing those 
agencies. 

The Finance Committee, under the 
chairmanship of our capable Treas- 
urer, Marguerite Hall, has prepared 
an analysis of funds of great value in 
meeting one of the major problems 
of this Council. Our income, barely 
sufficient before the war, has had ad- 
ditional demands made by transporta- 
tion tax, increased costs of labor and 
materials, and other factors. 

A special Committee on History, 
under the chairmanship of Josephine 
Fugate, has continued the work of 
gathering material and has begun the 
revision of our history for distribu- 
tion to chapters. Another special Com- 
mittee on Recordings, under the chair- 
manship of Vivian Griffin, has carried 
through the investigating, arranging, 
and recording of our ‘Song of Serv- 
ice” and “Hail to the Founders” for 
distribution at cost to interested chap- 
ters. A special committee to which 
we are all greatly indebted is that on 
Arrangements for Council. Mabel 
Snedaker as Chairman was responsible 
for finding our gracious hosts here at 
Greeley. Josephine Fugate and Grace 
Wilson have served as co-chairmen 
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with Mabel Snedaker in arranging de- 
tails of transportation, housing, and 
hospitality. 

Turning now to the matter of trends 
in membership, it is apparent from 
the report of the Executive Secretary 
that our active membership remains ap- 
proximately stable from year to year. 
Our active membership for 1945-1946 
was 6,215, the total initiates to date 
23,192. There seems to be some evi- 
dence of increased holding power and 
of a growing consciousness of national 
entity in the consistently increasing 
number of old members in chapters, 
in the definitely increased number of 
national field members, and in the 
appreciable gain in life members. Con- 
tinuing emphasis on encouragement of 
transfer to more convenient chapters, 
on meeting the needs of isolated mem- 
bers through the JOURNAL and on sys- 
tematic follow-up by treasurers would 
seem to be indicated. 

The fact that the number of initiates 
is approximately stable over a five- 
year period is a tribute to the chapter 
officers who have met the critical war 
emergency years and their declining 
enrollments with determination and 
with resourcefulness. In many college 
chapters membership has increased in- 
stead of declined. With a continuation 
of that same tenacity and flexibility 
in the face of new conditions on the 
part of chapter officers, the number 
of initiates should increase when the 
trend back to colleges affects the upper 
division and graduate levels. 

One of the major decisions during 
the year has been that concerning the 
postponed Fourteenth Biennial Coun- 
cil. At the Board meeting in June, 
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1945, the war showed no signs of its 
abrupt termination two months later. 
The Board therefore decided to ac- 
celerate the rate of chapter visitation 
as an aid to new chapter officers, and 
to sponsor chapter conferences where 
local interest supported such activities, 
As a result of the decision regarding 
accelerated visiting, forty-nine chap- 
ters have been visited by national offi- 
cers during the year, as shown in the 
table following this report. Ten of 
the remaining thirteen were visited 
during the last 6 months of the pre- 
ceding biennium, and it is planned 
that all the remainder will be reached 
during the coming year. Those visits 
have been a tremendous source of pet- 
sonal stimulation to the Board, and a 
valuable source of aid to chapters. 
With the close of the war the ques- 
tion of holding the postponed Four- 
teenth Biennial Council was again 
raised. There followed months of 
watching the gradual relaxation of 
housing and of travel restrictions, of 
analyzing our budget to see what it 
would permit, and of searching for 
a location which would be suitable in 
the light of all factors to be con- 
sidered. The Board decided that hold- 
ing this Council this year is essential, 
chapters verified that decision by mail 
ballot, and the Colorado State College 
of Education offered its gracious in- 
vitation. The Council has before it 
consideration of a number of major 
issues, To name only a few, there are 
questions of defining and implement- 
ing our program policy, of aid to 
schools in devastated areas, of chap- 
ter relationships and relationships to 
other organizations, of proposed po- 
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litical action, of extension, and of 
advising the Board on revision of our 
dues structure. 

The planning for chapter confer- 
ences was cafried forward after the 
New York Conference by a three day 
Southern California Conference held 
at Claremont in August. The enthusi- 
asm generated in both meetings indi- 
cates the fruitfulness of such endeavor. 
There has been inquiry regarding 
meetings in the Pacific Northwest and 
in the Ohio area as well. In this kind 
of activity may well come important 


developments in the years ahead. 

In conclusion, during 1945-1946 
Pi Lambda Theta has maintained its 
stability in the face of external social 
readjustment and internal transition. 
We are aware of our problems, our 
resources, and our opportunities. We 
cannot fail to find fruitful work in 
our profession in the year immediately 
ahead.

Report of the Second lice- 


President, Yune 30, 1946 - 


Y INDUCTION into the office of 

Second Vice-President began 
with the informal conference held on 
June 15-16, at Teachers College in 
New York City. (A more challenging 
introduction to service as a national 
officer would be difficult to provide.) 
Alpha Epsilon and Rho Chapters had 
so ably organized this conference and 
had provided such delightful hospi- 
tality that not even the intense heat 
could destroy the enthusiasm of the 
ninety-five guests (representing 
twenty-five chapters) who were in at- 
tendance. I have always been proud 
of my membership in Pi Lambda 
Theta but never more so than as I 
listened to the penetrating discussion 
of the question, “What Shall Pi 
Lambda Theta Stand For in the Year 
to Come?” 

From New York City, the members 
of the National Board traveled to the 
Poconos for the annual meeting. 
There followed the most interesting 
and rewarding five days that I have 
ever experienced—five days of crea- 
tive and lively discussion in an atmos- 
phere of warm friendliness. 

During the meeting in the Poconos, 
I was given an assignment which pro- 
vided opportunity for what has been 
possibly my most useful service to Pi 
Lambda Theta—that of managing edi- 
tor of the Supplement to the October 
JOURNAL. This required far more time 


than had been anticipated. As origi- 
nally planned, the editor was to be 
responsible for writing the summaries 
of the reports of the standing com- 
mittees and ““When a National Officer 
Visits Your Chapter.” Actually, be- 
cause the August 10 deadline for 
turning in reports did not allow some 
groups and individuals sufficient time 
for reporting, it became necessary to 
do considerable writing—sometimes 


combining reports; sometimes summar- | 
izing twenty pages into five; and in | 


one case, reporting a conference on 
the basis of the program alone. The 
reports of conferences 
transferred from the Supplement to 
the October JOURNAL. 

As chairman of the committee 
charged with responsibility for select- 
ing the place for the Fourteenth Bi- 
ennial Council, it was a pleasure to 
accept Dr. Frasier’s generous invita- 
tion to Greeley. Participation in plan- 
ning for Council has come through 
serving as Co-Chairman of the Com-

Report of the Shird Vice- 


President, Yune 30, 1946 


Tt worK of the Third Vice- 
President this past year has in- 
cluded the Chairmanship of the His- 
tory Committee, individual -assign- 
ments, and chapter visiting. 

The chapters visited were: Alpha 
Mu, Alpha Alpha, Gamma, Kansas 
City Alumnz, Alpha Omicron, Alpha 
Lambda, and Psi. In addition, a peti- 
tioning group at the Texas State Col- 
lege for Women, Denton, Texas was 
visited. 

The following individual assign- 
ments were completed: the preparation 
of an article for the JOURNAL on im- 
pressions of the Pocono meeting from 
the point of view of a new member 
of the Board, and an article for the 
JouRNAL Supplement on the work of 
the Board at this meeting.

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Report of the Sreasurer 


July 1, 1945—June 30, 1946 


I“ THE capacity as a National officer 
the Treasurer has served on two 
committees: 

1. Loan Fund Board. This year the 
board granted one loan. No extensions 
of payments were requested. The 
Treasurer has worked with the finan- 
cial adviser on statements of install- 
ments and interest sent to the re- 
cipients ; and furnished factual data for 
the Chairman’s annual report. 

2. Finance Committee. During the 
year as Chairman, the Treasurer has 
consulted the members of the commit- 
tee on questions arising in record keep- 
ing, as indicated in the annual report. 
Suggestions on matters of finance have 
been submitted in the annual report, a 
copy of which has been sent to each 
member of the committee for consider- 
ation during Council. 

Chapter visits have been at a mini- 
mum chiefly due to the inability to har- 
monize time of visit for both the chap- 
ters and the officers. Visits were made 
as follows:

Major activities have been concen- 
trated on the funds of the Association 
which are described in the remainder 
of this report. 


All financial transactions are made 
on a cash receipt and cash disburse- 
ment basis through General Fund. 
Those transactions made for operating 
the Association are shown as Operat- 
ing Receipts in Table I and Operating 
Disbursements in Table II. For the 
fiscal year July 1, 1945-June 30, 1946, 
Pi Lambda Theta received $14,902.35 
as Operating Receipts and disbursed 
$11,722.93 as Operating Disburse- 
ments. Attention is called to Item 7 in 
Table I and Items 1 and 2 in Table 
II, 

Your Treasurer recommends with- 
drawal of the interest on the principal 
set aside for publications on the one- 
half portion of the Life Membership 
Fund, in accordance with the delibera- 
tions of the 1935 Council. The accrued 
interest is $1,007.92. , 

If the expenses of a Council had had 
to be borne in this fiscal year, disburse- 
ments would have exceeded receipts. 
The disbursements for the JOURNAL 
cover the May, 1945, issue and the 4 
regular JOURNALS of this fiscal year 
plus the October supplement. If an 
October, 1946, supplement is desired 
and if the high standard of the 
JOURNAL is maintained, the Associa- 
tion needs to budget more for this pub- 
lication. 

Analysis of financial operations has 
little meaning without the analysis of 
membership and the per person costs. 
During the period July 1, 1945-June 
30, 1946, 5,135 persons paid the $1.25 
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annual National dues. This number in- 
cludes 1,305 initiates. In addition, 
there are 1,046 life members who pay 
no annual dues but who received the 
JourRNALs. There are also 62 chapters 
contributing $930.00 each year toward 
Council expenses. 

On the basis of the 1945-1947 
budget, a Council for $8,250.00 aver- 
ages $133.00 cost per chapter. On the 
basis of a total membership of 6,181, 
which includes life members and mem- 
bers paying the $1.25 annual National 
dues, the JOURNALS this past fiscal year 
cost approximately $.70 per person. 
Deducting the JOURNAL disbursements 
from the $11,722.93 operating total 
and excluding the 1,046 life members 
whose payments finance only publica- 
tions in operating disbursements and 
loans in nominal disbursements—to be 
considered later—the per-dues-paying- 
member cost of operating Pi Lambda 
Theta, exclusive of JOURNAL, is $1.45. 
Add to this the per person cost of the 
JOURNALS and the average becomes 
$2.15. In other words, each member 
who pays $1.25 annual National dues 
is purchasing $2.15 worth of Pi 
Lambda Theta. The per person dues 
should not be less than the per person 
operating disbursements. Annual Na- 
tional dues are too low to operate Pi 
Lambda Theta at the standard the As- 
sociation has been maintaining. 

Your attention is called to the gen- 
eral increasing costs of just living. 
These increases have been reflected in 
Pi Lambda Theta’s disbursements. It 
has cost more to print the last two 
issues of the JOURNAL; transportation 
costs are increased by the 15% Federal 
tax; the new contract for certificates 
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entered into this year indicates higher 
costs for this commodity ; keys will cost 
more on a new contract; the Federal 
tax on telephone and telegraph mes- 
sages increases the costs of these 
methods of communication. These are 
a few illustrations to show reasons for 
increases in the disbursements of this 
past year and biennium over preceding 
bienniums. 

Transactions by General Fund for 
the other funds are shown in Table I 
as Nominal Receipts and in Table II 
as Nominal Disbursements. At the 
close of each fiscal year transfers are 
made accordingly. Details covering the 
transfer to balance the receipt-disburse- 
ment transactions made by General 
Fund for the Life Membership Fund 
are given in Table III. The analysis 
of life membershsip acquisitions for 
the fiscal year is shown in Table IV. 
No detail tables are given for the 
nominal transactions made by Gen- 
eral Fund for the Fellowship Fund 
and for the Pi Lambda Theta Fund. 

The summary of transactions by or 
for the General Fund and other funds 
follow:

Activities of these funds necessitat- 
ing the above transactions include: 

A. Life Membership Fund. At the 
9th Biennial Council in 1935, recom- 
mendations of the Committee on Life 
Membership Policy were accepted by 
which the Life Membership Fund was 
divided as follows: 
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1. One-half set aside for a loan fund. 

2. One-half as principal whose inter- 
est was to be used for publication and 
JOURNAL. 


Your Treasurer recommended to the 
National Board at its June, 1945, meet- 
ing that the first $5.00 payment of 
each new life member automatically 
remain in General Fund for operating 
transactions. The Board accepted this 
recommendation. The transfer for the 
fiscal year is shown as Item 7 of Table 
I. 

B. Fellowship Fund. The Third 
Biennial Council established this fund 
which is used for Pi Lambda Theta 
scholarships and awards. Three awards 
of $300.00 each were granted in 
August, 1945. In addition to the financ- 
ing of the annual awards, this fund 
has functioned in the sale and distribu- 
tion of the publication “Women in 
the Professions.” 
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C. Pi Lambda Theta Fund. The 
Tenth Biennial Council established this 
fund essentially as a service fund for 
Pi Lambda Theta. Last year and this 
year the Pi Lambda Theta Fund is 
functioning through the “Song of Serv- 
ice’ which has been published and 
with “The Founders Song” has been 
made available on records for musical 
transcriptions, 

In retiring from the office the Treas- 
urer wishes to express appreciation to 
the other members of the National 
Board, the Executive Secretary, her 
personal secretary, and to the chapter 
officers, all of whom have worked to 
make possible the functioning of this 
half of the record keeping portion of 
Pi Lambda Theta.

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Report of the Executive Secretary 
Yune 30, 1946 


HE REPORT of the Executive Sec- 

retary for the first year of the 
fifteenth biennium divides itself into 
four sections: (1) Follow-up on pro- 
posals or motions made at the June, 
1945 Board meeting. (2) Routine ac- 
tion. (3) Recommendations and In- 
novations. (4) Membership Statistics. 


Follow-up Action 


Minutes of the 1945 Board Meet- 
ing. The Executive Secretary prepared 
the minutes of the 1945 Board meet- 
ing and sent one copy each to the 
following: Chapter Presidents, Na- 
tional Officers, National Committee 
Members, Former National Officers, 
Chapter Advisors, Managers of our 
Banks, and our Counsel. 

Supplement to the October, 1945 
Journal. The Executive Secretary pre- 
pared a summary of her Report for 
1944-45, a list of materials available 
from the national office, a chapter cal- 
endar for the year 1945-46, and as- 
sisted Mabel Snedaker, editor for the 
Supplement, in preparing copy for 
some of the other features. 

Song of Service, Through the gra- 
ciousness of the author of the “Song 
of Service,” Mrs, Minnie Carson 
Kelsey, an autographed copy was dis- 
tributed to each chapter and to the 
national officers. Approximately one 
hundred copies have been sold this 
year to chapters and individuals at 
cost price. 


Recording. During the spring a 
triple trio made recordings of the 
“Song of Service’ and “Hail to the 
Founders” on a double-faced record. 
These records will be available from 
the national office by fall. 

Revised Chapter Constitutions. In 
October, 1945 letters concerning the 
revised chapter constitutions were sent 
to the following: (1) to 33 chapters 
notifying them of ratification by the 
National Board, (2) to 8 chapters re- 
questing the date of adoption, (3) to 
11 chapters requesting them to com- 
plete revisions already started, and (4) 
to 10 chapters asking them to begin 
revision. The Executive Secretary is 
now holding eleven revised constitu- 
tions for ratification by the National 
Board in August, 1946. Six revisions 
are still in the hands of the Committee 
on Local Constitutions, 

Retention of Membership through 
Facilitating Transfers. A card was 
mailed to all corresponding secretaries 
after the first of the year requesting 
the names and new addresses of mem- 
bers who have moved away. Certifica- 
tions of membership were then sent 
to the nearest chapters. Results of this 
follow-up may be found in Table IV 
of this report. 

Health and Accident Policy. A 
health and accident policy for one 
year was taken out by the Association 
for the Executive Secretary in lieu of 
Social Security. 
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Special Life Memberships. Life 
memberships were conferred upon 
Mrs. Minnie Carson Kelsey, author 
and composer of the “Song of Serv- 
ice,” and upon Helen B. Warrin, 
former Editor of the Pi LAMBDA 
THETA JOURNAL, in appreciation of 
their services to the Association. 

Statement of Principles and Instru- 
ment for Self-Evaluation by a Chapter. 
Copies of the Statement and Instru- 
ment were mimeographed and dis- 
tributed to all Chapter Presidents,

Clerical Help. The national office 

has had approximately 15 days of 
clerical help during the year to take 
care of the following tasks: 

Addressing and stuffing envelopes 
to inactive members to whom the 
questionnaire was sent. 

Typing letters thanking former com- 
mittee members and making new 
appointments. 

Typing letters to chapter presidents 
concerning revisions of chapter 
constitutions. 

Copying chapter visit reports. 

Filing addressograph cards from the 
publisher. 

Filling in data on form letters to 
life members. 
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The total cost of this clerical help has 
been $84.73. 

Mimeographing and Multigraphing. 
The national office has spent $379.20 
this year for mimeographing and 
multigraphing. Of this amount, 
$169.50 was the charge for preparing 
the minutes of the 1945 National 
Board meeting and annual reports of 
Board members and Committee Chair- 
men. 


Letters to Chapter Treasurers and 
Dues Notices. Letters explaining or 
amending the present system of col- 
lecting and reporting national dues 
were sent to all chapter treasurers un- 
der the following dates: October 19, 
1945; November, 1945; and Febru- 
ary 1, 1946. Individually addressed 
notification cards for active members 
whose dues became owing in the fol- 
lowing months were also sent to chap- 
ter treasurers: March through Decem- 
ber, 1945 and January through Febru- 
ary, 1946. National field members 
whose national dues became delin- 
quent have been notified directly from 
the national office through February, 
1946. Notices for dues payable in 
March through August, 1946 will be 
sent out by fall. Forty-seven chapter 
treasurers were notified on April 30, 
1946 that the Council Assessment of 
$15.00 for the fiscal year 1945-46 was 
due. All chapters have paid this fee. 


Mailing to Inactive Members. This 
mailing was begun in April, 1945 and 
completed in September, 1945. A let- 
ter from the National President, a 
questionnaire, and a copy of the leaflet 
of Information were mailed on the 
following dates:

Of the 123 replies received, 33 per- 
sons requested information on trans- 
fer and 19 stated that they would be 
willing to help organize alumnz chap- 
ters. See Table IV for the follow-up 
on these. 


Innovations and Recommendations 


New Forms. In order to expedite 
action and simplify routine, the fol- 
lowing new forms were introduced 
this year: (1) letter to life members 
notifying of payments made and pay- 
ment due, (2) postal card to corre- 
sponding secretaries requesting the 
names and new addresses of members 
who have recently moved, (3) postal 
card acknowledgment for receipt of 
national field membership dues, and 
(4) postal card acknowledgment for 
receipt of life membership pay- 
ment (s). 

Recommendations. In order to 
make more efficient use of her time by 
reducing routine, the Executive Secre- 
tary is recommending the introduction 
of a visible filing system as a record 
of active and field members. At pres- 
ent much time is spent in finding the 
proper card in our present system 
that could be eliminated in a visible 
system. The active files are now kept 
alphabetically, geographically, and 
chronologically. It is proposed to use 
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a single alphabetical, visible file. In 
the visible pocket would appear the 
name and the chapter of affiliation, 
and possibly a numeral to indicate the 
quarter in which dues expire. Time 
now spent in making duplicate entries 
in the two secondary files would be 
spent in lifting that material from 
the visible file. For life members the 
file would be visible also and would 
carry similar information, possibly 
with a flag to indicate incomplete 
memberships. By having one card for 
entries the margin of error will be 
reduced greatly. Although it is hoped 
that ultimately the geographical file 
can be eliminated entirely, the pub- 
lisher has stated that he cannot at 
present make changes from hand- 
written nixie cards. This set of cards 
would be retained solely for address 
changes or other data of a geographi- 
cal nature. 

The suggestion is also made of us- 
ing a fanfold for dues notification. 
Assuming notices continue to be origi- 
nated centrally, the national office 
would fill in the name, address, and 
due date and forward to the chapter 
treasurer; she in turn would fill in 
local dues owing and forward it to 
the member. After the member has 
returned the fanfold with complete 
dues payment to the chapter treasurer, 
the latter will retain one-half the fan- 
fold and send the other half to the 
national office with the dues check in 
place of the present dues list. The 
national office copy would serve as 
our record of active members for the 
visible file, and eliminate the neces- 
sity of making up separate cards. The 
fanfold might still be used with the 
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chapter originating the notice, if that 
plan is approved. 

Although the initial outlay for in- 
stalling such a system is considerable, 
it is believed that the money saved on 
reduction of clerical help and more 
economical use of the secretary's time 
as well as the reduction in cost of mov- 
ing the national office will offset this 
amount. 

For initiates we now have two files 
—the personal record card and the 
master file, which is an alphabetical 
cross-reference to the personal record 
cards, It is proposed that a 3” x 5” 
personal record card be used in the 
future which could be filed directly in 
the master file. A looseleaf folder 
containing a numerical list of initiates 
by chapters would keep the present 
chapter record intact; or the green 
copy of the key order list showing the 
initiates’ numbers could also be used 
for the same purpose. 

The above recommendations have 
been made in the light of the com- 
ments from the last two Executive 
Secretaries to whom the suggestions 
were submitted. 


Membership Statistics 
In Tables I and III, the figures 
representing the number of persons 
paying dues within a chapter are not 
in every instance indicative of the to- 
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tal number of active members in that 
chapter, since in some chapters, espe- 
cially alumnz, one-third to one-half 
of the members are life members. 

The table on “Report of Member- 
ship of College Chapters” in the 
previous reports of the Executive Sec- 
retary has been eliminated and the 
data incorporated in Tables I and II. 
Table III has been changed to show 
total voting and field members. 

In Table IV the 38 requests from 
individuals include the 33 contained 
on the questionnaires. Certifications 
were also sent for individuals request- 
ing transfer and the suggestions from 
chapters except in cases where no 
chapter exists or is near by. 

The Executive Secretary has also 
noted on dues lists individuals who 
apparently have transferred to other 
chapters although no formal procedure 
has been followed. It is impossible to 
estimate this number. 

This report is presented with deep 
appreciation of the many gracious 
letters from Pi Lambda Thetans that 
have come to the desk of the Execu- 
tive Secretary during the year and of 
the help and splendid cooperation 
given her by the chapter officers and 
members of the National Board.

Local Constitutions and

fp committee on local constitu- 
tions and eligibility has considered 
the revised constitutions of 18 chapters 
during the year 1945-46. Of these 
seven have finally been recommended 
to the National Board for ratification, 
and four for ratification contingent 
upon adoption by the chapter. Four 
have been returned to the chapter with 
suggestions for revision and three are 
still in committee. Three have just 
opened correspondence in the matter. 

Since the constitutions of 41 chap- 
ters were ratified by the National 
Board in June, 1945, upon recom- 
mendation of this committee, there 
are now 51* chapters which have 
completed the work of revision of 
their constitutions to bring them into 
accord with the revised national con- 
stitution—and 10 chapters whose 
work is incomplete in this regard. 

In reporting to chapters upon the 
constitutions read, this committee has 
made two types of comments. The 
first concerned matters which were 
specifically provided for in the na- 
tional constitution and with which the

local constitution was not in agree- 
ment. The chapter was told that the 
changes suggested under this classifica- 
tion must be made before the commit- 
tee could recommend that the consti- 
tution be ratified. 

A second type of comment was fre- 
quently included—suggestions on 
matters which were optional with the 
chapter. The most important of these 
suggestions concerned method of elec- 
tion of new members. A number of 
chapters continue to provide that one 
negative vote on a secret ballot shall 
bar a candidate from membership. It 
was usually suggested that the chapter 
consider whether a more democratic 
procedure was indicated, 

Other suggestions of this type in- 
cluded liberalization of quorum provi- 
sions, mote general statements con- 
cerning finances to avoid necessity of 
revision, etc. In some cases the con- 
stitution was felt to be too brief and 
to omit discussion of many points 
which would be helpful to future off- 
cers and groups. In other cases the 
constitution appeared overly detailed, 
giving specific numbers of members 
for every committee, and other detail 
which could only necessitate frequent 
amendment to the constitution. Nat- 
urally conditions vary in this respect, 
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for the large university chapter in an 
urban community needs a much more 
complex organization than the small 
alumnz chapter with a more informal 
program. 

The chairman wishes to express ap- 
pteciation to the members of the com- 
mittee who have now served for three 
years and given long hours of arduous 
detailed work to the task entrusted to 
us. One of our members has continued 
to read and made detailed reports upon 
constitutions while carrying a full-time 
administrative job and undergoing the 
dissertation and examination pangs 
incident to the acquisition of the Ph.D. 
degree upon which we are this month 
congratulating her. We hope that those 
chapters which have found our reports 
somewhat delayed will appreciate the 
time and energy required if a com- 
mittee is to give their constitutions the 
kind of consideration they warrant. 
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Specific Recommendations 

We recommend that the National 
Board ratify the constitutions filed 
with them for the following chapters: 
Gamma, Kappa, Alpha Delta, Kansas 
City Alumnz, Northern California 
Alumnez, Northern Ohio Alumnz and 
St. Louis Alumnz. 

We recommend that the National 
Board ratify, contingent upon adop- 
tion by the chapter, the constitutions 
of the following chapters: Upsilon, 
Dayton Alumnz, San Diego Alumna, 
and Xi, 

We recommend that the National 
Board permanently ratify the constitu- 
tions of the following chapters (which 
were given contingent ratification in 
June 1945): Delta, Mu, Tau, Council 
Bluffs Alumnz, Evansville Alumnz, 
and Indianapolis Alumne.

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{Report of the National Program 


and Project Committee 
Yune 30, 1946 


A’ ITS meeting last summer the 
National Board decided to cen- 
ter our program for the coming year, 
or longer, upon the profession of 
teaching. The subject was regarded as 
not limited in interest to teachers or 
professional educators, but as a basic 
social problem of our times, of seri- 
ous concern to every citizen. From this 
point of view it seemed to offer abun- 
dant opportunity for study, construc- 
tive activities, or research. Eight sub- 
sidiary areas were defined within which 
programs might be developed. 

The Board decided also to decen- 
tralize the work on program, with the 
chapters carrying responsibility for de- 
velopment of materials and ideas both 
singly and in groups. Long-range plan- 
ning rather than year by year seemed 
desirable. 

These decisions resulted in large 
part from recommendations received 
from chapters and from conclusions 
growing out of discussion at a con- 
ference of some of the Southern Cali- 
fornia chapters and the New York 
conference of last summer. 

This preliminary statement reviews 
information given last fall through 
the JOURNAL Supplement and in two 
letters to the chapters, one on October 
10th from the Chairman, the other in 
November from the Committee. 


Appointment of the personnel of 
the Program Committee was completed 
early in October. On November 12th 
a meeting was held at Syracuse, New 
York. All but two members—Marie 
Russ and Josephine Fugate, who were 
too far away at the time to attend— 
were present. During the day’s de- 
liberations program possibilities were 
further studied; ways and means for 
launching the new type of program 
were given especial consideration; a 
letter to chapters was drafted to be 
written by the chairman, revised by 
the members and sent out as a com- 
mittee communication. Much empha- 
sis was laid on the importance of 
getting an entire chapter to plan its 
program rather than delegating the 
responsibility to a committee or a 
single chairman. The need for each 
chapter to study ways of securing 
whole-group action and of getting 
general participation in discussion of 
the proposed program was stressed. 
The letter to the chapters requested 
that reports be sent to the National 
Committee not only on the area se- 
lected for program work and the type 
of activities in prospect, but also on 
the methods used in getting chapter 
participation in planning. A number 
of interesting accounts have been re- 
ceived in response to this request. 
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It was proposed that the National 
Committee should serve primarily as 
a Clearing house for the chapters— 
putting in touch with each other those 
who were undertaking work on similar 
problems or topics, exchanging ma- 
terials between chapters, passing along 
ideas, and helping to prepare for 
publication any material that might be 
produced for that purpose. The in- 
dividual members of the Committee 
agreed to take responsibility for work 
in one or another of the eight areas 
according to the particular interest of 
each. 

The plan was ambitious, was a con- 
siderable departure from our former 
methods of program work, and was 
launched of necessity so late in the 
fall that chapters had their programs 
already well under way. 

Perhaps for these reasons response 
to the national program plan has not 
been wide, although comments have 
in general been favorable. Some chap- 
ter program chairman, feeling their 
work for the year completed before 
the letters from the National Commit- 
tee were received, did not present the 
matter to the chapters. In others an 
entire meeting was devoted to discus- 
sion of the plan and full report was 
sent to the National Committee. In a 
few cases the Chairman has found two 
chapters reporting interest in the same 
area and has suggested that they com- 
municate with each other and develop 
a cooperative plan. 

Had no Council been scheduled for 
this year, another letter would have 
been sent to chapters this spring, urg- 
ing them to take up the matter of pro- 
gtam in anticipation of next year 
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rather than waiting until fall, and 
calling for expression of opinion on 
the type of program plan outlined by 
the National Committee. With the op- 
portunity for discussion presented by 
the Council in August, it seemed better 
to await that opportunity to secure 
clarification of purposes, interpretation 
of the plan, and suggestions for its 
functioning or for its modification. 

It is hoped that out of the delibera- 
tions of the 1946 Council will come 
answers to these questions to guide the 
new Program Committee: (1) Do the 
chapters approve of the type of plan 
proposed by the Board and the Na- 
tional Committee? (2) What sort of 
service do they wish from the Na- 
tional Committee? (3) Is the concept 
of “program” as including study, re- 
search, projects, writing, and coopera- 
tive activities with other groups, gen- 
erally accepted by the chapters? (4) 
Are cooperative undertakings by a 
group of chapters desired? (5) Should 
the entire chapter rather than a com- 
mittee alone participate in planning 
the program? (6) Is long-range plan- 
ning rather than year by year desir- 
able? (7) By what procedures can this 
type of program if it is desired be put 
into action in the chapters? (8) Does 
the subject of the profession of teach- 
ing, with the eight subsidiary areas de- 
fined, offer sufficient interest and pos- 
sibilities to justify its retention for 
another year or two? 

Besides the work here reported, the 
National Committee has acted upon 
several projects referred to it by the 
President. Among these is the study 
proposed by Dr. Gertrude Hildreth on 
the professional, social, and emotional 
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effects of elderly dependents upon 
women in professional life. The Com- 
mittee recommended that this study 
be sponsored as part of the National 
program. 

The Program Committee has been 
in cooperation with the JOURNAL edi- 
tor and advisory committee. Dr. Verna 
White has written ‘Program Notes”’ as 
a regular JOURNAL feature, and the 
Chairman has served as a member of 
the JOURNAL Committee. 

Pi Lambda Theta has come of age 
as an organization. It has achieved 
status and acquired national responsi- 
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bility. The future significance, if not 
the very life of the organization will 
be determined by the nature of its 
program, both as carried on through 
the national organization and as un- 
dertaken by each chapter locally, in its 
own setting. This is a problem of fun- 
damental importance for the organiza- 
tion to consider and for the next Na- 
tional Program Committee to help 
solve. This year’s committee have but 
made a start.

Report of the Committee on 


Public Relations 


Yune 30, 1940 


Tc Committee on Public Relations 
has devoted its year to setting up 
basic principles and planning an ap- 
proach to the public relations problem 
which could be discussed at Council 
meetings. 


Formulation of Basic Principles 


As the committee thought through 
its public relations responsibilities, it 
seemed best to formulate and to sub- 
mit to Council a few basic principles. 

1. It is recognized that the most ef- 

fective public relations work is 

not that which is done by a pub- 

lic relations agency but that 

which is done by those executive 

boards and committees which 

plan and carry through 

a. worthwhile national and local 
activities which contribute to 
the profession of education or 
to the solution of the profes- 
sional problems of women 

b. activities which increase the 
number and strength of inter- 
relationships among Pi Lamb- 
da Theta chapters 

C. activities which increase the 
number and strength of in- 
terrelationships between Pi 
Lambda Theta and other or- 
ganizations within the nation 


and within the local com- 
munity which are devoted to 
similar purposes 

2. Public relations materials devel- 
oped and released by the Com- 
mittee should be directed toward 
a selected audience, comprising 
a. other educational organiza- 

tions 
b. other organizations of profes- 
sional women F 

3. The content of public relations 
releases should be limited to ma- 
terials which would be of genu- 
ine interest and value to other 
organizations. 

4, Public relations releases should, 
whenever possible, be of a type 
which would stimulate contribu- 
tions by other organizations to 
certain major purposes of Pi 
Lambda Theta, e.g. recruitment 
of excellent teachers, develop- 
ment of intercultural understand- 
ings, etc, 


Compilation of List of 
Organizations 
As a next step, the Committee com- 
piled, through the use of several di- 
rectories, data concerning 88 national 
organizations which, it was thought, 
would be interested in Pi Lambda 
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Theta’s activities—either because of 
their interest in educational problems 
or their interest in the problems of 
professional women. The Committee 
plans to have addressograph plates 
made for these organizations so that 
publicity releases may be sent to them. 
Twenty-one organizations were desig- 
nated by the Committee as ones in 
which Pi Lambda Theta would be par- 
ticularly interested in establishing re- 
lationships. 


Pi Lambda Theta Newsletter as a 
Medium of Communication with 
Other Organizations 


The Committee plans to initiate the 
quarterly publication of a Pi Lambda 
Theta Newsletter for the express pur- 
pose of informing other organizations 
concerning our purposes and activi- 
ties. Such a newsletter would be sent 
to the 88 organizations mentioned 
above, and also to local chapters of Pi 
Lambda Theta for distribution through 
their state and local teacher association 
magazines and other channels of com- 
munication. 

It is planned that the first News- 
letter, to be issued in September, 
should include (1) Notes on Council 
activities and plans which would be of 
interest to other organizations, (2) a 
report on the summer reading con- 
ference sponsored by the Alpha Iota 
chapter and announcement of the pub- 
lication of their annual Reading Year- 
book, (3) reports on other outstand- 
ing achievements of local chapters, (4) 
notes on the last two issues of the 
JouRNAL and a subscription blank for 
the JOURNAL. Later issues of the News- 
letter might well include reviews of 
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studies which have won the Pi Lamb- 
da Theta awards in previous years, and 
reports on different program areas, as 
outlined by National, with contribu- 
tions which are being made by local 
chapters. 

The heading of each Newsletter 
should contain some such statement as 
the following: 

“Pi Lambda Theta is a national honor 
association for women in education, dedi- 
cated to the conception of education as a 
profession. The organization has 62 chap- 
ters—39 college chapters and 23 alumne 
chapters—and has conferred the key of 
membership on approximately 23,000 wom- 
en. In the belief that great value will accrue 
from an interchange of ideas among (1) 
organizations interested in education and 
(2) organizations interested in the profes- 
sional problems of women, Pi Lambda 
Theta is issuing a quarterly Newsletter to 
those two types of organizations. We hope 
to receive in return news items concerning 
work which your organization is doing 
which contributes to the achievement of 
our common goals.” 


The Committee also plans to send 
out a two-page publicity leaflet con- 
cerning the Pi Lambda Theta mono- 
graph: Women in the Professions— 
A Wartime Survey. This leaflet will be 
sent to the above-mentioned organiza- 
tions, to universities and to other in- 
terested groups. 


Recommendations Concerning 
Public Relations Activities 
of Local Chapters 


The Committee would like to sub- 
mit the following recommendations 
concerning public relations activities of 
local chapters. 

It is recommended that: 

1. The basic principles outlined on 








page 1 of this report be observed 
in the planning and execution of 
public relations programs 

. Responsibility for public rela- 
tions activities be specifically 
assigned to some member of each 
executive board. This member 
would be responsible for capital- 
izing upon the public relations 
aspects of the organization's ac- 
tivities. She would have the 
responsibility of preparing public 
relations releases for the college 
newspaper, alumni magazines, 
local newspapers, and the pe- 
fiodicals of local and_ state 
teacher associations. 

. Each college chapter consider the 
advisability of proposing forma- 
tion of a Council of campus or- 
ganizations interested in educa- 
tion. Such a Council (probably 
composed of the presidents of 
different organizations) would 
make possible greater contribu- 
tions to the mutually accepted 
goals of these organizations. 
Joint sponsorship of conferences 
of professional value, joint ef- 
forts in teacher recruitment, and 
the like might well result. Such 
a Council might successfully peti- 
tion the college for an office in 
which each organization could 
have a desk and in which type- 
writers and mimeograph equip- 
ment could be provided, etc. 

. Each field chapter might under- 
take the formation of a similar 
Council of alumni groups in edu- 
cation in its community. More- 
over, each field chapter should 
seek to increase the number and 
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strength of its interrelationships 
with other organizations in the 
community which are concerned 
with the problems of profes- 
sional women. A field chapter of 
Pi Lambda Theta might well 
seek representation on the local 
Council of Women’s Clubs. Rep- 
resentatives from selected wom- 
ens’ organizations might be in- 
vited to attend Pi Lambda Theta 
meetings whenever the program 
area was one with which there 
was mutual concern. 


. In order to increase the number 


and strength of interrelation- 

ships between Pi Lambda Theta 

chapters, it is recommended that: 

a. regional Pi Lambda Theta 
councils be formed to develop 
effective working  relation- 
ships between chapters and to 
sponsor jointly programs and 
activities which are of interest 
to all groups. For example, 
the Southern California Coun- 
cil includes the presidents of 
five chapters in the Los An- 
geles County area. 

b. Pi Lambda Theta luncheon 
meetings be held during sum- 
mer sessions by all college 
chapters of Pi Lambda Theta 
so that members of the local 
chapter can become ac- 
quainted with members of 
other college and field chap- 
ters. 

c. Similar luncheon meetings be 
held at conventions of state, 
regional, and national teach- 
ers associations. 


The Public Relations Committee 
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wishes to commend the effectiveness 
from a public relations point of view 
of: 

1. The development of the JouR- 
NAL as a periodical of general 
interest to professional workers 
in education and closely related 
fields, rather than as a house or- 
gan. 

2. The work done by the Program 
Chairman in stimulating the de- 
velopment of worthwhile profes- 
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sional programs which contribute 
to the major objectives of Pi 
Lambda Theta and for her en- 
couragement to chapters to de- 
velop interrelationships with 
other Pi Lambda Theta chapters 
and with organizations within 
the local community which 
share our purposes.

Report of the Pi Lambda Sheta 
Loan Fund Board

ie Is doubtless constructive to have a 
“fallow” year occasionally. The 
lack of requests to the Loan Fund 
Board, during low wartime graduate 
student enrollment and a high salary 
period, should strengthen our treasury 
for the expected increase in the post- 
war need for loans. 

One inquiry, from a Chinese 
scholar, was for a scholarship rather 
than a loan. A loan application from 
a student who had formerly used the 
Loan Fund was withdrawn because of 
health. 


The procedure for loans is very 
clear, definite, and business-like. Loans 
are now made and administered 
through the office of the Executive 
Secretary. 

Five loans outstanding as of June 
30, 1946, total $2,506.98. The amount 
available for loans on the same date is 
$10,486.05. 

The Board members were saddened 
by the death in May of Dr. Virginia 
Esterly.

2. To expect local treasurers to as- 
sume their responsibility for cor- 
rect remittances to National to 
the extent of National immedi- 
ately informing local treasurers 
of irregularities, Some of the 
most frequently occurring irregu- 
larities are: 

a. The payment of the $1.25 an- 
nual National dues for a Life 
Member, either fully paid up 
or in process of payment. 

b. Making checks payable to a 
National officer rather than to 
Pi Lambda Theta, One chap- 
ter is still sending remittances 
to New York City, even after 
having been notified by the 
National Executive Secretary 
of the change in officers. 

c. Failure to send complete the 


There are still some chapter 
treasurers who are confused, espe- 
cially concerning the payment of 
National annual dues for the 
Spring initiates, usually the May 
initiates, and the chapter’s dues 
collection notices sent out in the 
Fall. There could be a lapse of 
one issue of the JOURNAL for a 
girl initiated in May, 1946, who 
receives her chapter’s dues no- 
tice in September or October of 
1947. This member might not re- 
ceive the October, 1947, JouR- 
NAL, if the notice of the expira- 
tion of her dues payment reaches 
her only through her chapter's 
regular annual Fall round-up let- 
ter with dues notices. 


. The possibility of National mak- 


ing available, through the pur- 
chase of supplies, loose leaf pages 








for the local treasurer’s books on 
which are printed the appropriate 
column headings for cash re- 
ceipts and cash disbursements. 
These column headings could 
follow the items for which Na- 
tional requires information from 
the local chapters to be sub- 
mitted on the annual Financial 
Report. By totaling each page as 
it is completed, the task of fill- 
ing out this Financial Report 
would be simplified for the local 
treasurer. A second advantage 
would be the comparability of 
local treasurer's books and would 
facilitate inspection of the treas- 
urer’s book at the time of the 
visit to the chapter by the Na- 
tional officer. A third advantage 
would be the simplification of 
the instructions necessary in the 
transfer of responsibilities by 
the outgoing treasurer to the 
newly elected treasurer. 

. An increase in annual National 
dues to cover the per member 
Operating cost of the Associa- 
tion. Operating disbursements 
for the period July 1, 1945-May 
31, 1946, total $10,019.68. For 
the same period we received dues 
from 1,110 initiates, 3,614 for- 
mer members, and 66 new life 
members, or a total of 4,790 
members paying dues. The per 
member operating cost is roughly 
$2.10 for this period. 

. An increase in council assess- 
ments. The Council at Toledo 
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cost $7,506.70. In 1943 there 
were 61 chapters. The cost per 
chapter for the Toledo Council 
was $123.11. Towards this cost 
each chapter contributes an an- 
nual council assessment of 
$15.00, making only a total of 
$30.00 towards the per chapter 
cost of a council. 


. An increase in life membership 


subscription cost, to be in con- 
formity with the average life 
membership fees for other pro- 
fessional organizations; but to be 
within the amount which would 
make taking out a life member- 
ship an investment as well as an 
expression of loyalty. 


. If the increase in life member- 


ship subscription cost is accepted, 
then the Treasurer recommends 
the retention in General Fund of 
a portion of the life membership 
subscription sufficient to defray 
the annual operating cost per life 
member. This retention could be 
made on an annual basis when 
Life Membership payments are 
made on the installment plan. 
When Life Membership pay- 
ments are made in full, the re- 
tention of a portion of the total 
payment in the General Fund 
should be made concurrently.

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Report of the llominating 


Committee, 


URING the first week of Decem- 

ber, 1945, a letter was sent to 
chapter presidents and national of- 
ficers requesting their advice and their 
recommendations for the two national 
officers to be elected in 1946, Three 
enclosures were included in this com- 
munication: (1) a statement of the 
duties of the first vice-president and 
treasurer from Section 5, Article 
XIII, of the national constitution; (2) 
a statement of the qualities needed in 
national officers; and (3) a form for 
their convenience in tabulating the 
services and qualifications of their 
nominees. 

In the course of the ensuing weeks 
responses were received as follows: 8 
alumnz chapters, 8 college chapters, 
and 7 individuals presented the names 
of 23 nominees for first vice-president ; 
4 alumnz chapters, 6 college chapters, 
and 3 individuals presented the names 
of 11 nominees for treasurer. 

Early in February, 1946, a digest of 
the qualifications of the nominees, as 
presented by the chapter correspond- 
ents, was forwarded to the members 
of the Nominating Committee. Since 
several hundred miles separated the 
members of this committee many 
weeks were spent in correspondence 
before a decision was reached. An ob- 
jective rating system was employed to 
“narrow down the choice” in an ef- 
fort to make the selection of nominees 
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fair and as impersonal as possible. 

During the first week of April the 
final report of the Nominating Com- 
mittee was sent to chapter presidents 
and members of the National Board. 
This report included a summary of the 
educational training and professional 
activities of the nominees. Through the 
courtesy of the JOURNAL Editor the 
high lights of this report appeared in 
the May issue of the Pt LAMBDA THETA 
JOURNAL in an article entitled “Intro- 
ducing the Nominees.” 

Certain suggestions to facilitate the 
work of future nominating committees 
were formulated. They are: (1) Since 
chapter responses to the initial request 
for recommendations of nominees ar- 
rived slowly, we suggest that: the first 
letter be dispatched in October or early 
November, to be presented at the Oc- 
tober or November business session of 
the chapters, thus avoiding delay due 
to special programs and holiday occa- 
sions scheduled for December and 
early January. (2) Since mails move 
slowly and great distances must be 
spanned, we suggest that: a deadline 
be named for receipt of recommenda- 
tions from chapters and individuals, 
perhaps January 15, thus allowing am- 
ple time for correspondence among 
members of the nominating commit- 
tee in order to meet the March 1 dead- 
line. (3) Since the inability of a 
selected nominee to accept the nomina- 
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tion adds to the delay in reaching a 
final decision, we suggest that: per- 
mission to present a member's name as 
a nominee be secured in advance, thus 
insuring her probable acceptance if the 
nomination is tendered. (4) Since a 
conference “in person’ would be of 
inestimable value to the nominating 
committee, we suggest that: in years 
when the National Council convenes 
that the new nominating committee be 
appointed during this meeting so that 
the members may have an opportunity 
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to confer and plan for the coming 
year. 

Your committee has the honor to 
present the following nominees for 
national offices for the coming bien- 
nium: for first vice-president, Dr. 
Agnes Samuelson, National Education 
Association, Washington, D.C.; for 
treasurer, Clara Carr Stallard, Passaic 
and Paterson, New Jersey.

swe work of the Extension Com- 
mittee has to do with those prob- 
lems of maintaining and increasing the 
membership of Pi Lambda Theta 
which relate chiefly to the establish- 
ment of new chapters of the Associa- 
tion. It is responsible (a) for main- 
taining a continual survey of colleges 
and universities to discover schools or 
departments of education which might 
support strong chapters of Pi Lambda 
Theta; (b) for recommending that the 
National Board give consideration to 
initiating correspondence with a par- 
ticular institution whenever the com- 
mittee is convinced that it would be 
advantageous to establish a chapter 
there; (c) for submitting to the Na- 
tional Board requests from institu- 
tions desiring chapters together with 
pertinent information; (d) for en- 
couraging the formation of new alum- 
ne chapters wherever a sufficiently 
large group of members can be found 
in any one region; (e) for recom- 
mending to the National Board ap- 
propriate policies and procedures con- 
cerning the establishment of chapters. 

New Forms outlining the steps to be 
followed by a group wishing to peti- 
tion for a charter of Pi Lambda Theta 
have been needed for some time. To 
prepare them involved rethinking not 
only procedures but also policies of ex- 
tension and criteria by which groups 
and institutions may be judged. Pre- 


liminary work on the revision of these 
Forms had been done by previous 
Extension Committees. The current 
committee has now completed this 
work and will submit copy to the Na- 
tional Board with the recommendation 
that new Forms be printed with digni- 
fied typography. 

Correspondence has been carried on 
with administrative officers of a num- 
ber of colleges this year. Whenever 
an inquiry was received from the presi- 
dent of an institution, the head of the 
department of education or an inter- 
ested faculty member as to the manner 
of establishing a chapter of Pi Lamb- 
da Theta, a letter was written embody- 
ing the information which will be pro- 
vided on our new Forms when they are 
available, a copy of the national con- 
stitution, and the leaflet of informa- 
tion were sent, and usually a few 
copies of the JOURNAL were also sub- 
mitted. This was done even if it 
seemed almost certain that the institu- 
tion could not qualify for a chapter. In 
some cases the administrative officer 
himself decided after preliminary cor- 
respondence that his institution was 
not ready to support a chapter and 
withdrew the inquiry. In other cases 
the organization of an education club 
for women is progressing and it is 
probable that in the course of time an 
application for a charter may be re- 
ceived. In some other cases the com- 
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mittee itself initiated a correspon- 
dence with a faculty member or ad- 
ministrative officer in an institution in 
which it seemed desirable to establish 
a chapter. A detailed record of such 
correspondence will be submitted to 
the National Board for study. 

The committee has noted that in a 
number of cities there are enough 
alumnz members to warrant the for- 
mation of an alumnz chapter and has 
asked some member resident there to 
take the initiative in forming such a 
group. In Washington, D.C., a group 
of alumnz have met together through- 
out the past year under the chairman- 
ship of Helen Haggerty. They report 
stimulating programs, and fairly con- 
stant attendance. No request for a 
charter has been submitted but pre- 
sumably they should be ready for that 
step within the coming year. 

In or near New York City are mem- 
bers from a great many chapters be- 
sides the alumnz of the two local 
chapters, Rho and Alpha Epsilon. 
Enough of these have indicated interest 
in an alumnz chapter to promise a suc- 
cessful organization, and Louise Price 
has agreed to send out a call for an 
initial meeting early next fall. 

Mrs. Miriam Underhill and another 
Pi Lambda Thetan on the staff of the 
Teachers College of Connecticut at 
New Britain are writing the members 
residing near New Britain regarding 
the possible formation of an alumnz 
chapter there. 

At Albany Dean Marie T. Scudder 
of Russell Sage College has promised 
to serve as focus for drawing together 
the members living in her vicinity. 

Partly through the initiative and 
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helpfulness of the San Francisco 
Alumnz chapter, there has been 
formed in San Jose a very promising 
alumnz organization which looks for- 
ward to installation next October as a 
new alumnz chapter. 

Other localities in which there are 
almost certainly enough alumnez mem- 
bers to support a strong organization 
are: Austin, Texas; Boston, Massa- 
chusetts; Cincinnati, Ohio; Denver, 
Colorado; Des Moines, Iowa; Flint, 
Michigan; Long Beach, California; 
Milwaukee, Wisconsin; Minneapolis 
and St. Paul, Minnesota; Philadelphia, 
Pennsylvania; Sacramento, California; 
Tacoma, Washington; Topeka, Kan- 
sas, With one or two of these centers 
there has been some correspondence 
but if any steps toward forming a 
chapter have been made, they have not 
been reported to our committee. 

From more than one source the Ex- 
tension Committee has received the 
suggestion that Pi Lambda Theta 
should now explore the possibility of 
establishing chapters outside the 
United States. A considerable number 
of our members, initiated while study- 
ing in the United States, have returned 
to their homes in Canada and in China, 
and somewhat smaller numbers to 
South America, Mexico, Panama, 
Puerto Rico, and India. Establishment 
of a chapter in the Orient, as for ex- 
ample at Ginling College where sev- 
eral of our members hold faculty posi- 
tions, would present some new prob- 
lems and force certain constitutional 
revisions. It would be impossible to 
secure a mail ballot from such a chap- 
ter within the present time limitation 
specified in our constitution. It would 
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be out of the question to send a na- 
tional visitor to the chapter once in 
two years or to pay the expenses of a 
delegate to come from the chapter to 
Biennial Council. The Extension Com- 
mittee believes that some adjustments 
could be made to take care of these 
and other similar problems and it rec- 
ommends that the National Board give 
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consideration to the desirability of 
establishing chapters in a few care- 
fully selected colleges and universities 
outside the continental United States 
and to the constitutional changes 
requisite for such a development.

Report of Committee on Studies 
and Awards, Yune 30, 1940 


The 1946 Awards 


PR ecw February announcements 
were printed, form letters pre- 
pared and publicity mailed to 53 per- 
sons who inquired about 1945 Awards, 
editors of 169 leading periodicals in 
related areas, chairmen of departments 
of education, psychology and sociology 
in 217 universities offering graduate 
work in these areas, directors of or- 
ganizations concerned with women’s 
interests, and national officers and 
chapter presidents of Pi Lambda Theta. 
Twenty-six acknowledgments and 
copies of publicity were received. 

To July 1, 1946, inquiries had been 
received and answered from 77 per- 
sons and agencies. The majority of the 


inquiries were for information con- 
cerning the Awards to be made this 
year; a number inquired about the 
availability of studies which had re- 
ceived awards in previous years; and 
others inquired about the purposes of 
Pi Lambda Theta and how to become 
affiliated with the association. 

By July 1, 1946, ten studies had 
been submitted. In accordance with the 
terms of the Award, these studies will 
be reviewed by the Committee on 
Studies and Awards and it is expected 
that the Committee’s recommendation 
will be made to the National Board 
by August 15.

Supplementary Report, August 6, 1946 


The Committee on Studies and 
Awards, charged with making recom- 
mendations by August 15, 1946 for 
two awards of $400 each for significant 
research studies in education, reports 
as follows: 

1. In all, eleven studies were submitted 
to the Committee for consideration. 
2. Two studies were considered in- 
eligible, because they deal with gen- 
eral problems in education, with no 
especial relation to or significance 
for “the professional problems and 
contributions of women,” as speci- 
fied in the award announcement. 


These two studies are: 
Josephine MacLatchy. Bexley First- 
Grade Reading Study. 
Blanche Tansil. Feeding Children 
at School. 
The Committee hopes that when 
these studies are returned it will 
be made clear that their elimination 
from competition for the award had 
no reference to the quality of the 
studies, which in the Committee’s 
opinion was excellent. 

3. Another study—that by Dexter on 
American Women of Affairs—was 
not considered for the award be- 
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cause of its unfinished condition, 
which was due, we understand, to 
the author's being abroad on official 
mission during recent years and not 
having time or library resources to 
complete bibliographical aspects of 
the study. In the opinion of the 
Committee this historical account of 
the development of women in the 
ptofessions is very valuable. The 
excellent material is presented in 
interesting, readable style. Some 
members of the Committee thought 
this study was the best, or poten- 
tially the best, submitted. We hope 
that it will be submitted again in 
finished form, when it can be con- 
sidered impartially with others also 
submitted in final form. 


. The two studies recommended for 


the award are these: 

Helga Stene. Glimpses of Women’s 
Political Activities in an Occupied 

Country. 

Alice I. Bryan and Edwin G. Bor- 
ing. Women in American Psy- 
chology: Factors Affecting Their 
Professional Careers. 

The first study was written in the 
spring of 1944 by a Norwegian 
woman, who hoped in this way to 
make a permanent record—a sort 
of play-by-play account of what an 
organization of professional women 
in Norway did during German oc- 
cupation to foster the resistance 
movement and to keep alive the 
spirit of freedom in those dark days. 
Miss Stene says in her introduction: 
“For persons who have any knowl- 
edge of conditions under German 
occupation, it is obvious that a re- 
port like this can be held only in 
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rather general terms, no names can 
be mentioned, no details of the ma- 
chinery of secret resistance, none of 
the wonderful concrete stories of 
daring and initiative... . When I 
find I have to take the risk of 
writing it, it is partly to get some 
of my rich material off my memory 
(occupation is a terrible strain on 
brain and memory, as you cannot 
keep written records), but it is also 
in order to let a few people have 
a little factual knowledge.” 

Miss Stene then goes on to give 
in fascinating detail the accounts of 
meetings, decisions, intricate devices 
to get information spread by word 
of mouth; she tells of their concern 
when a member leaves to join the 
Nazis, of disappointment with the 
academicians to some of whom Oc- 
cupation seemed an interesting in- 
terlude to be observed objectively. 
She shows also how it is possible 
for a group of intelligent women 
to recognize and profit from the 
fact that the Nazis had laid their 
plans without reference to women, 
since they had no conception of the 
educated woman's potential impor- 
tance. 

In the Committee’s opinion this 
is an honest, inspiring, timely study. 
We believe the award will en- 
courage the author to fill in details 
which now can safely be told, so 
that this report can be made avail- 
able in printed form. 

The second study, by Bryan and 
Boring, professors at Columbia and 
Harvard respectively, is a straight- 
forward analysis of the personal 
histories of all women who obtained 
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Ph.D.’s in psychology in accredited 
American universities between 1921 
and 1940, and a comparable num- 
ber of men psychologists who had 
obtained Ph.D.’s in psychology from 
the same institutions during the 
same period, in all 880 persons. The 
authors were interested in discover- 
ing to what extent sex differences 
in motivation, experiences and at- 
titude may have a bearing on the 
professional status of women in 
psychology. Do women find it more 
difficult to establish themselves pro- 
fessionally than do men? What 
effect does marriage have upon 
their professional development ? Do 
women psychologists show any 
marked differences, as compared 
with men, in family background, 
personal characteristics, motivation ? 
Do the facts warrant the conclusion 
made in some universities that the 
exclusion of women from graduate 
study is justifiable because so many 
marry and leave the professional 
field and thus become an economic 
loss ? 

The study is brief—about 77 
pages; it is direct and readable; 
the conclusions and inferences are 
carefully drawn, The Committee 
believes that the study is valuable 
because it analyzes “the professional 
problems and contributions of 
women” in one very important field. 


. The Committee wishes to make one 


recommendation which it recog- 
nizes is outside its responsibilities. 
We believe the study by Miss Stene 
is so timely, it would be so valuable

to American readers, and it would 
bring such credit to Pi Lambda 
Theta, that if it is possible to do 
so Pi Lambda Theta should itself 
publish the manuscript if the author 
is willing.

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Report of Special Committee 
on Recording, Yuly 15, 1940 


T HE Committee on Recording, con- 
sisting of Vivian Griffin, Kath- 
erine Hawkins, and Thelma Wright, 
wishes to make its final report. Rec- 
ords of the “Song of Service” and 
“Hail to the Founders” have been 
completed and are herewith trans- 
mitted to your hands. 

We feel considerable pride in the 
fine arrangement of the songs, the 
good balance of parts and the interpre- 
tation achieved by the chorus. In play- 
ing the records on many phonographs 
we found that there is great variance 
in the tone quality and diction due to 
the machine used. We urge that pho- 
nographs used be adjusted as perfectly 
as possible for the reproduction of 
both high and low tones. This does 
not necessarily mean that the model be 
expensive. Some table models have 
served very well. 

We were particularly fortunate to 
secure the services of Dr. Lewis W. 
Curtis, Music Supervisor of Los An- 
geles City Schools, as arranger. His 
high standing and skill as a musician 
are evidenced in the beautiful ar- 
rangements of both songs. He gave 
this service without remuneration. 

The singing was done by Triple 
Trio, a group of well trained musi- 
cians who have been singing together 
for the past couple of years. One of 
the members was selected to act as 


director, and the accompanist was will- 
ing to come as one of the singing 
group; consequently there was no 
added expense for either service. The 
singers worked intensively for ten 
days, rehearsing together five times 
before the record was made. They sang 
before the Los Angeles Alumnz chap- 
ter’s regular meeting on May 26. The 
members of the Recording Committee 
were present, and regarded the work 
of the Triple Trio as satisfactory. Ar- 
rangements were completed for use of 
the studio at Radio Recorders and the 
master record made. 

The attached sheet is a statement of 
receipts and expenses. Total cost for 
150 records was $161.20. Due to the 
shortage of paper, only 100 of the rec- 
ords were packed for mailing. It is 
hoped that those who can will take un- 
packed records. As you will see on 
the attached sheet, packed records cost 
15¢ extra. 

In closing his report I wish to ex- 
press my appreciation to all who 
helped ; particularly to the members of 
the Recording Committee and to Dr. 
Seagoe who offered sympathetic coun- 
sel whenever needed. It has been a 
real pleasure to have a part in bring- 
ing this venture to a successful con- 
clusion,

Report of the ‘Gournal * &ditor 


Yune 30, 1940 


bw present editor has held her po- 
sition only since the March, 1946, 
issue. Her report, therefore, is a re- 
view of what has been done in this 
short period of time and a projection 
of plans. 

There were two thoughts eminent 
in the minds of the editor and the 
chairman of the JouURNAL Committee 
in setting up an organization: (1) 
that the duties and activities should be 
distributed among a large number of 
members of Pi Lambda Theta and 
that this distribution could most ef- 
fectively be done through the Jour- 
NAL Committee; (2) that the Editori- 
al Board and staff consist of people 
who were living near enough so that 
they might work very closely together. 
The work of the editor and the chair- 
man of the JOURNAL Committee could 
be very closely coordinated because of 
the accessibility of each to the other. 

The plans projected by the Editorial 
Board and the chairman of the JouR- 
NAL Committee were presented at a 
meeting which our National President 
of Pi Lambda Theta attended. Policy, 
procedure, themes, delegation of re- 
sponsibilities, coordinating the work of 
the JOURNAL Committee and the Edi- 
torial Board, methods of enlisting the 
total membership, and means whereby 
the JOURNAL might best express the 
thinking of Pi Lambda Theta were 
discussed. Responsibilities were defi- 


nitely outlined under three major 
headings: (1) those for the Editor 
and the Editorial Board; (2) those 
for the JOURNAL Committee Chairman 
and the JOURNAL Committee; and (3) 
those for the Editor and the Chairman 
of the JOURNAL Committee, as it was 
felt that in some phases of the work 
policy and production must be very 
closely coordinated. Two definite func- 
tions were determined upon: policy- 
forming and executive. It was felt, 
however, that though this differentia- 
tion was necessary, there were phases 
of these two functions in which the 
Editor and the Chairman of the Jour- 
NAL Committee had to have a very 
close relationship. Regular meetings 
are held by the Editorial Board and 
the JOURNAL Committee chairman and 
members of the JOURNAL Committee 
available preceding and following 
each issue of the JOURNAL, 

The March issue, “Education and 
the Peace,” the May issue, ‘Prejudice 
and the Peace,” and the December 
issue, ‘Women and the Peace,” were 
themes suggested by the Editorial 
Board and some of the membership at 
large. The contributors for these issues 
were suggested by members of the Edi- 
torial Board and JOURNAL Committee. 
The October issue, it was felt by the 
National President and the Editorial 
Board, should be devoted to the Bien. 
nial Council. Themes and contributors 
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for other issues will be an outgrowth 
of suggestions gained at the Biennial 
Council, from statements sent by 
JOURNAL Correspondents, and from 
proposals from the membership at 
large. 

The Editorial Board would like to 
make the following recommendations 
to be considered by the National 
Board: 

1. That the appointment of a new 
editor coincide with the begin- 
ning of a volume. 

2. That a planning committee be 
appointed, including the Presi- 
dent, the outgoing editor and the 
incoming editor, and the outgo- 
ing and incoming chairmen of 
the JoURNAL Committee, pre- 
vious to the publication of a new 
volume. The purpose of such a 
committee would be to help the 
incoming editor and chairman of 
the JOURNAL Committee to co- 
ordinate the thinking of the Na- 
tional Board, the outgoing Edi- 
torial Board, and the incoming 
Editorial Board. Such a meeting 
should be held long enough be- 
fore the publication of the first 
issue of the volume to allow the 
new editorial staff enough time 
to obtain materials for the Jour- 
NAL, 

3. That a yearly index be incor- 
porated in the final number of 
each volume of the JOURNAL or 
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be published separately, and that 
copies of the indices be sent to 
public libraries, college and uni- 
versity libraries, and other pro- 
fessional organizations. 

4. That further effort be made to 
inform the lay public regarding 
the JOURNAL through service 
groups and educational and com- 
munity organizations for the pur- 
pose of acquainting the public 
with the purposes and funda- 
mental philosophy of education 
which Pi Lambda Theta pro- 
motes. That additional copies for 
distribution to such groups be 
ptinted and the added expendi- 
ture allowed. 

5. That reprints be made available 
for contributors as an expression 
of appreciation for their services. 

The present Editorial Board has 

been benefited greatly by the help 
from members of the National Board 
and would like to extend its thanks 
to them. Because the suggestions have 
been so beneficial, the Editor is won- 
dering whether a quarterly or semi- 
annual report from the Executive 
Board indicating the extent to which 
the JOURNAL is or is not carrying out 
the purposes and policies of the na- 
tional organization and making sug- 
gestions how it might better do this 
would now be exceeding valuable.

IT linutes of the Council 
IT leetings, August 18-21, 19.46 


Sunday, August 18 

A 8:20 P.M., Sunday, August 18, 

the Fourteenth Biennial Council 
was called to order by the President, 
May V. Seagoe. Presentations included 
Mabel Snedaker, Josephine Fugate, and 
Grace Wilson who formed the Com- 
mittee on Arrangements; Josephine 
Hawes, Chairman of the Committee 
on Exhibit; Ramona Ross, President 
of Alpha Omicron Chapter, hostesses ; 
the members of the National Board; 
the Journal Editor ; the Executive Secre- 
tary; and Elsie Jevons, former Fxecu- 
tive Secretary. 

Dr. Seagoe introduced President 
George W. Frasier with a résumé of 
the Colorado State College of Educa- 
tion, his background, experience, and 
writing. 

Dr. Frasier first read a fascinating 
original fable, then spoke on the topic 
“Now is the Time.” The complete 
address is carried in the Pi Lambda 
Theta Journal for October, 1946. In 
conclusion Dr. Frasier said: “Now is 
the time for Pi Lambda Theta to come 
to the aid of her country.” 

The meeting adjourned with the 
remark, “There is the challenge.” 


Monday, August 19 
MORNING SESSION 
The first General Session was called 
to order at 9:30 A.M. by May Seagoe 
who presided. Proposed changes in the 


program were presented, including a 
special session Tuesday night for ac- 
tion on all committee recommendations. 
The changes were approved, and the 
program was accepted by the Council. 

Two new Committees were ap- 
pointed, namely: 

Resolutions: Lovina Wilson, Chair- 
man; Jane Gibbons and Anne Merrill. 
Proposed Regional Organization: Har- 
riet Blum, Chairman; Gladys Dunphy, 
Ruth Boynton, Lettie Trefz, and Helene 
Hartley. 

Report of the Committee on Cre- 
dentials. Ella Arciniega, Sigma, pre- 
sented the report of the Committee on 
Credentials. The Council was asked to 
consider the credentials of Sara Eugena 
Fairchild who was substituting for 
Fredricka Pearson of Kansas City 
Alumnz and Evelyn Simonson who 
was substituting for both Dorothy 
Mitchell and Gwen Arnold of Alpha 
Beta. 

It was moved by Dorothy May 
Abbott, St. Louis Alumnz, seconded, 
and carried that the credentials of all 
the delegates be accepted, including 
the two substitutions. 

Mrs. Arciniega also called attention 
to changes in the names of the dele- 
gates as listed in the back of the Re- 
ports, as follows: Evelyn Simonson for 
Dorothy Mitchell, Alpha Beta; Martha 
Sharkey for Eunice-Jeanne Funkhouser, 
Dayton Alumnz; and Sara Eugena 
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Fairchild for Fredricka Pearson, Kansas 
City Alumnz. It was announced that 
11 national officers were present, 8 al- 
ternates, 17 chapter visitors in addition 
to members of Alpha Omicron, 2 
non-members, and all 62 delegates. 
Since there was no objection, the re- 
port was accepted. 

May Seagoe read a letter from Dr. 
Agnes Samuelson, First Vice-President- 
elect, stating that she was unable to 
attend Council because of the serious 
illness of her brother. 

The Parliamentarian for the Council, 
Thelma Chisholm of Washington 
Alumnz Chapter, was presented. Miss 
Chisholm read excerpts from the rules 
and regulations governing all meetings 
based on Robert's Rules of Order. 

Helen Walker presented the Minutes 
of the Thirteenth Biennial Council, 
which had been mimeographed and 
distributed to each delegate, each chap- 
ter, each national officer, and each na- 
tional committee chairman. 

It was moved by Helen Walker, 
seconded, and carried that the Minutes 
of the Thirteenth Biennial Council be 
accepted. 

Reports of the Vice-Presidents. 
Helene Hartley presented the report 
of the First Vice-President. It was 
moved by Helene Hartley, seconded, 
and carried that the report be accepted. 

Mabel Snedaker presented the report 
of the Second Vice-President. It was 
moved by Mabel Snedaker, seconded, 
and carried that the report be accepted. 

Josephine Fugate presented the re- 
port of the Third Vice-President. It 
was moved by Josephine Fugate, 
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seconded, and carried that the report 
be accepted. 

Report of the Treasurer. Marguerite 
Hall presented the report of the Treas- 
urer. She called attention to the sections 
on Operating Receipts Analysis and 
Operating Disbursements Analysis. 
She pointed out that Table I, Receipts 
by General Fund, was important to the 
discussion group on Annual Dues and 
others concerned with the use of funds, 
She called attention to Items 1 and 2 of 
Table II, Disbursements by General 
Fund, of importance to the Budget 
Committee. She noted that a Council 
costs $133.00 per chapter of which the 
$30.00 Council fee is a small fraction. 
She mentioned that the per-person cost 
of the Journal is 70¢ and the per- 
member cost of operating Pi Lambda 
Theta is $2.15. She explained that 
Nominal Receipts and Disbursements 
cover items under Life Membership 
Fund, the Pi Lambda Theta Fund, and 
General Fund for Fellowship Fund. She 
pointed out that Tables III, Transac- 
tions by General Fund for Life Mem- 
bership Fund, and IV, Analysis of Life 
Memberships, were important for 
groups discussing that Fund. She also 
called attention to the record forms for 
receipts and disbursements in chapters 
which could be discussed at the end 
of the Council. 

It was moved by Marguerite Hall, 
seconded ,and carried that the report 
of the Treasurer be accepted. 

Report of the President. May Seagoe 
presented the President's report. Points 
stressed were the setting up of the 
national office in Los Angeles, appoint- 
ment of standing committees for 1946- 
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48, the first year of operation under 
the pattern set by the new national 
Constitution, trends in membership, 
accelerated chapter visiting, and the 
decision to hold the postponed 14th 
Biennial Council in 1946, 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Executive Secretary. 
Virginia Sahs presented the report. 
Points emphasized were the nine fol- 
low-up actions taken as a result of the 
National Board meeting in June, 1945, 
the 29 mail ballots taken by the Board 
during the year, the 15 days of clerical 
help in the national office during the 
year, the cost of multigraphing and 
mimeographing, the notification of 
chapter treasurers concerning delin- 
quent dues, and the mailing to inactive 
members. Attention was also invited to 
the new forms introduced this year, to 
recommendations concerning changes 
in the filing system in the national 
office, to the method of dues notifica- 
tion, and to the personal record card. 
Tables I through IV covering member- 
ship statistics for members paying vot- 
ing or field dues, initiates by chapters, 
classified membership for a five-year 
period, and transfers were pointed up 
briefly. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Special Committee on 
Recording. Mildred Davidson, Los 
Angeles Alumnz, presented the report 
of this committee. She emphasized the 
part played by Vivian Griffin in the 
finished record. She expressed appre- 
ciation for the contributions of Ida 
Jewett of Alpha chapter, who origi- 
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nated the idea of the record; of Dr. 
Lewis Curtis of Los Angeles, who made 
the arrangements; and of the Triple 
Trio, who made the recording. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the National Program 
Committee. Helene Hartley, Chairman 
of the Committee, presented the re- 
port. A mimeographed letter on Na- 
tional Program Policy as prepared by 
Discussion Group A-1 was distributed. 
Attention was called to the program 
information contained in the October, 
1945, Journal Supplement, and its 
origins. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

The meeting adjourned at 11:00 A.M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


The second General Session was 
called to order at 2:00 P.M. Greetings 
from Beulah Van Wagenen were pres- 
ented by the chairman. 

Report from Discussion Group on 
National Program Policy. The report 
was presented by its Chairman, Kathryn 
E. Steinmetz.* There was no discussion 
from the floor. 

It was moved by Kathryn Steinmetz 
that the report be accepted and that 
the National Board be empowered to 
take whatever action is considered ad- 
visable on the recommendations. Since 
there was no objection, the report 
was accepted. 

Report of Discussion Group on 
Chapter Programs. The report of the 
committee was presented by the Chair-

discussion from the floor. 

It was moved by Alice Crossley that 
the report be accepted and that the 
National Board be empowered to take 
whatever action is necessary. Since there 
was no objection, the report was ac- 
cepted. 

Report of Discussion Group on 
Chapter Service Projects. The report of 
the Committee was presented by the 
Chairman, Margaret Orchard. There 
was no discussion from the floor. 

It was moved by Margaret Orchard 
that the report be accepted. Since there 
was no objection, the report was ac- 
cepted. 

Report of the Committee on Studies 
and Awards. In the absence of the 
national Chairman, Bess Goodykoontz, 
Helen Walker presented the report of 
the committee. She also read an addi- 
tion to the report in the form of a 
letter, dated August 6, 1946, from 
the Chairman, Bess Goodykoontz. 
Dr. Walker called attention to 
the committee’s recommendation that 
the study submitted by Helga Stene 
be published by Pi Lambda Theta, 
and to the fact that there is a fund 
which might be used for the purpose. 

It was moved by Helen Walker that 
the report be accepted for action. Since 
there was no objection, the report was 
accepted. 

Report of the Loan Fund Board. In 
the absence of the Chairman, Helen 
Bragdon, the report was presented by 
Marguerite Hall, a member of the com- 
mittee. She explained that the money 
for the fund is derived from life mem- 
bership fees. Since 1935 loans have 
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been granted to more than thirty in- 
dividuals but the Loan Fund has been 
relatively idle the last few years. There 
are five loans outstanding, ranging 
from $400 to $750. There is a reserve 
for loans and the procedure is clear, 
definite, and business-like. 

It was moved by Marguerite Hall 
that the report of the Loan Fund Board 
be accepted. Since there was no ob- 
jection, the report was accepted. 

Report of the Journal Committee. 
In the absence of the Chairman, Alice 
Hayden, the report was read in its 
entirety by Mabel Snedaker. 

It was moved by Mabel Snedaker 
that the report be accepted. Since there 
was no objection, the report was ac- 
cepted. 

Report of the Journal Editor. The 
Editor of the Journal, Virginia Lee 
Block, presented the report, reading 
certain selected portions and emphasiz- 
ing the recommendations. Ideas have 
been solicited by the Journal Com- 
mittee from the entire membership 
through the Journal itself and through 
letters written to individuals. Matters 
of policy have been referred to the 
National Board before action has been 
taken. It is the policy of the Editorial 
Board to work as closely as possible 
with the National Program Committee. 

It was moved by Virginia Lee Block 
that the report be accepted. Since there 
was no objection, the report was ac- 
cepted. 

The meeting adjourned at 3:15 P.M. 


Tuesday, August 20 
MORNING SESSION 
The General Session was called to 
order at 9:30 A.M. 
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Report from Discussion Group on 
Awards and Loan Fund. The report 
of the committee was read by Anna 
Davis, Chairman. 

The Chair asked whether the ac- 
ceptance of the report might be as- 
sumed. Since there was no objection, 
the report was accepted. 

Report from Discussion Group on 
Journal Policy. Rosemary Mullen, 
Chairman, presented the report of this 
committee in the form of conclusions. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report from Discussion Group on 
Proposed New Projects. Katharine 
Pease, Chairman, presented the report 
of the committee. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Committee on Local 
Constitutions and Eligibility. In the 
absence of the Chairman, Frances A. 
Mullen, the report of this committee 
was presented by Helen Walker. Fol- 
lowing the Council in Toledo in 1943, 
at which the National Constitution was 
revised, a committee was appointed to 
give advice to chapters concerning the 
revision of local constitutions. The 
committee’s first task was to solicit 
from the chapters existing constitutions. 
From a study of those documents the 
committee made a summary of sugges- 
tions to chapters concerning requisites 
of a good constitution, and flaws likely 
to appear in constitutions. By June, 
1945, the committee had read 41 con- 
stitutions and the National Board 
ratified these. The committee read 18 
more this year. All constitutions have 
had at least a first reading. 
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The function of the committee was 
to eliminate provisions which were in- 
consistent with the national constitu- 
tion. However, there are other provi- 
sions which the Board recognizes as 
unwise even if not unconstitutional. 
Chapter visitors can often call atten- 
tion to such provisions and a chapter 
may still receive suggestions from a na- 
tional visitor that certain clauses should 
be changed even though they were ac- 
cepted by the Committee on Constitu- 
tions. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Special Committee on 
History. Josephine Fugate, Chairman 
of this Committee, presented the re- 
port. The necessity for sending in 
chapter history reports regularly was 
stressed. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

The meeting adjourned at 10:15 
A.M. 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


The General Session again convened 
at 2:00 P.M. May Seagoe announced 
the appointment of a new Committee 
on Letters of Acknowledgment. Clara 
Robinson was made Chairman with a 
committee consisting of Helen Walker 
and Katharine Pease. 

Report from Discussion Group on 
College Chapters. The report of this 
group was presented by the Chairman, 
Evelyn Simonson. There was no dis- 
cussion from the floor. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of Discussion Group on 
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Alumne Chapters. Lettie Trefz, Chair- 
man, presented the report of the com- 
mittee. There was no discussion from 
the floor. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of Discussion Group on Field 
Members. The report of the group was 
presented by the Chairman, Myrtle 
Burns. There was no discussion from 
the floor. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Committee on Exten- 
sion. The Chairman of the Committee, 
Helen Walker, presented the annual 
report, emphasizing the functions of 
the committee. Certain questions which 
the Council group on extension might 
well consider were suggested, such as: 
Whose initiative is it to organize the 
alumnz chapter? The college chapter ? 
The national office? What will be the 
effect on the balance of college and 
alumnz chapters in the association if 
alumnz groups are organized wherever 
there is a concentration of members? 
What will be the effect on Council and 
on the national treasury? Is it the time 
to place chapters outside the conti- 
nental United States? 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Committe on Public 
Relations, Georgia May Sachs, Director 
of Public Relations, presented the an- 
nual report of the committee. The com- 
mittee felt that everyone is informed 
on the usual methods of publicity so 
that it had devoted itself mainly to the 
formulation of a philosophy and a 
definite set of basic principles for 
public relations. The first step was as- 
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sumed to be finding out what content 
will interest a particular lay group. 
The next step was to compile a list 
of organizations which would be in- 
terested in Pi Lambda Theta’s activi- 
ties. The chairman then mentioned the 
Newsletter described in the report, 
through which these organizations 
might be reached, and also called at- 
tention to the recommendations con- 
cerning public relations activities of 
local chapters. She also commended 
the work of the Journal and the Pro- 
gram Chairman in making public re- 
lations more effective. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

The meeting adjourned at 2:45 P.M. 


EVENING SESSION

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 
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Presentation of Recommendations. 
The Parliamentarian read the regula- 
tions governing the presentation of the 
recommendations of the Discussion 
Groups. 

Dorothy Erskine presented the rec- 
ommendation of the Discussion Group 
on Extension. Ann Aikin speaking for 
Mu Chapter and Katharine Pease, for 
Alpha Epsilon both expressed com- 
mendation of the committee for its 
recommendation and the hope that the 
action would be taken. 

It was moved by Dorothy Erskine 
and seconded that the National Board 
of Pi Lambda Theta consider the policy 
of international extension. 

Approved unanimously 

Ann Aikin presented the recom- 
mendations of the Discussion Group 
on Political Action. There was dis- 
cussion of methods of ascertaining 
agreement, and endorsement of the 
thought that Pi Lambda Theta should 
take such action. 

It was moved by Ann Aikin and 
seconded that the National Board ap- 
point a committee to study the areas 
within the field of education in which 
Pi Lambda Theta could appropriately 
stimulate political action and to explore 
the relative effectiveness of various 
ways of influencing legislation; and 
that the National Board request each 
chapter to appoint a legislative chair- 
man, 

Approved unanimously 

The seven recommendations of the 
Discussion Group on Alumne Chapters 
were presented by Lettie Trefz as 
follows: 

1. The alumnz should be separated 

from the college chapter where 
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the number of members and the 
divergence of interests make it 
advisable. 


. The alumnz chapter located in 


the same community should act 
in an advisory capacity to the 
college chapter when called upon. 


. The college and alumnz chapters 


which are located in the same 
vicinity should function sepa- 
rately but there should be a 
spirit of inter-chapter fellowship 
through joint meetings and joint 
action in appropriate fields. 


. The national office should pro- 


mote the matter of transfer. To 
do this it is suggested that a 
form be provided to be filled out 
by the member at the time of 
leaving the institution giving 
name, permanent address and 
tentative location. The initiate 
should mail this to the alumnz 
chapter to which she intends to 
transfer. The adviser of the col- 
lege chapter should be responsible 
for sending the alumnz chapter 
a duplicate card containing this 
information. 


. The college chapter should in- 


form the initiate of the scope of 
Pi Lambda Theta and should 
promote and encourage a feeling 
of responsibility of each indi- 
vidual member for continued 
activity and affiliation in Pi 
Lambda Theta. The college chap- 
ter should hold summer initia- 
tions in order to bring into Pi 
Lambda Theta capable graduate 
students who can build up the 
alumnz chapters. 


6. Alumnz chapters should inform 








college chapter of women enrolled 
in their institution who would 
make suitable Pi Lambda Theta 
material. An alumnz chapter 
should encourage transfer from 
one chapter to another when a 
member moves. 

7. Each member of Pi Lambda Theta 
should feel a personal responsi- 
bility for affiliating with a local 
chapter or for becoming a na- 
tional field member. Each mem- 
ber of Pi Lambda Theta should 
feel a personal responsibility for 
locating and extending the mem- 
bership by inviting a new Pi 
Lambda Thetan into the local 
group. 

During discussion the question was 
raised as to whether it is mandatory 
for the alumnz to separate from the 
college chapter. It was the consensus 
of opinion that the recommendation 
is not mandatory but simply an ex- 
pression of the national point of view. 
A question was raised also concerning 
summer initiations. There was general 
agreement that summer initiations are 
permissive rather than mandatory but 
that the Council strongly urges summer 
initiations. 

Action was taken separately on each 
recommendation as suggested by An- 
netta James. All were approved by 
the Council. 

Evelyn Simonson presented the 
recommendations of the Discussion 
Group on College Chapters as follows: 

1. The emphasis upon membership 
qualifications shall lie in the 
areas outlined in the revision of 
the National Constitution where- 
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by high professional standards, 
leadership qualities, and ability 
to live and work with other 
people should be emphasized 
along with scholastic achieve- 
ment. 

2. The National Board shall appoint 
a committee to devise a qualifica- 
tions and recommendations form 
to facilitate the selection of 
candidates. 

3. The Advisorship should be of 
limited duration, determined by 
local policy, to promote growth 
of the chapter. 

4. The retiring president should re- 
main as a consultant on the ex- 
cutive board whenever possible. 


The Council acted on each recom- 
mendation separately. 

It was explained that the first recom- 
mendation dealing with membership 
qualifications is merely a re-emphasis 
of the Constitution. 

It was moved by Evelyn Simonson 
and seconded that the emphasis upon 
membership qualifications shall lie in 
the areas outlined in the revision of 
the National Constitution whereby 
high professional standards, leadership 
qualities, and ability to live and work 
with other people should be empha- 
sized along with scholastic achieve- 
ment. 

Approved 


The recommendation concerning the 
use of a single qualifications and 
recommendations form was questioned, 
as was also the policy of asking the 
national office to take over responsi- 
bilities that might better be carried 
out by the chapters. 
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It was moved by Evelyn Simonson 
and seconded that the National Board 
shall appoint a committee to devise 
a qualifications and recommendations 
form to facilitate the selection of 


candidates. 
Lost 


It was moved by Evelyn Simonson 
and seconded that the chapter advisor- 
ship should be of limited duration, 
determined by local policy, to promote 
growth of the chapter. 

Approved 


The status of the retiring president 
was the subject of the next recom- 
mendation. In response to the question 
whether the recommendation might 
necessitate a change in local constitu- 
tions, it was pointed out that the recom- 
mendation is permissive, and a state- 
ment of general policy only. 

It was moved by Evelyn Simonson 
and seconded that the retiring president 
should remain as a consultant on the 
executive board where possible. 

Approved 


The recommendations of the Dis- 
cussion Group on Awards and Loan 
Fund were presented by Anna Davis. 

Discussion of the first recommenda- 
tion, to discontinue the policy of 
granting loans, brought out the fact 
that the Loan Fund is not being used, 
that it is difficult to administer, and 
that an organization which handles 
only one or two loans a year is of 
little use. However, the obligation 
of Pi Lambda Theta to those who 
have contributed to the Fund was 
pointed out. There was also concern 
that one Council should wipe out 
the action of a preceding one unless 
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it can be sure the whole organization 
supports its stand. 

Helen Hawkes of Upsilon moved 
that the recommendation be referred 
to a committee appointed by the Presi- 
dent for discussion before it be made 
into an action of the Council. 

The committee presented its point 
of view, that there is need for more 
scholarships and fellowships for 
women, and that consideration of the 
total Life Membership Fund rather 
than one-half of the Life Membership 
Fund would be in order. 

Katharine Pease moved that the 
recommendation be amended so that 
the committee appointed by the Presi- 
dent could accomplish the referendum 
to chapters. It was seconded and 
carried. 

The Parliamentarian quoted from the 
Constitution, Article XVII, Section 6, 
Uses, stating that the Council can only 
advise and not legally act on the 
disposition of the Loan Fund, In view 
of the point brought out by the Parlia- 
mentarian, the Chairman ruled that 
the original motion and amendment 
were out of order and suggested a 
motion expressing merely the senti- 
ment of the Council. 

It was moved by Anna Davis and 
seconded that it is the opinion of this 
Council that the time has come to 
abolish the policy of granting loans 
and maintaining a Loan Fund. 

Discussion of the above motion 
brought out rates of interest and sub- 
stitute uses for the Loan Fund. 

Viola Del Castello of Eta Chapter 
offered an amendment that the motion 
be terminated with the words ‘‘grant- 
ing loans,” and that “maintaining a

Loan Fund” be deleted. The amend- 
ment was seconded and carried. 

It was moved by Anna Davis and 
seconded that it is the opinion of 
this Council that the time has come 
to discontinue the policy of granting 
loans. 

Ap proved 

With the consent of her committee, 
the second recommendation, that schol- 
atships be made available to junior 
and senior as well as graduate women, 
was withdrawn by the Chairman. 

Discussion of the third recommenda- 
tion, a list of scholarships and fel- 
lowships, revealed the magnitude of 
the project proposed, and the local 
nature of many scholarships and fel- 
lowships. 

It was moved by Anna Davis and 
seconded that a list of scholarships, 
fellowships and awards available to 
women in education in the United 
States be prepared and published in 
the Pi Lambda Theta Journal. 

Lost 

The fourth recommendation dealt 
with the time at which the award 
money should be paid. It was pointed 
out that awards are designed to facili- 
tate and encourage publication, that the 
choice suggested is obvious, but that 
the results might not always be of 
benefit to Pi Lambda Theta. It was 
suggested that the fund might be used 
to subsidize someone to make a com- 
plete study. 

It was moved by Anna Davis and 
_seconded that a letter be sent to win- 
fers of Awards asking for their reac- 
tion to the Awards and attempting to 
find out such things as whether they 
would have preferred the money before 
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undertaking the study and whether 
they would have preferred to have the 
Award money used for publication of 
a study. 
Lost 

It was moved by Anna Davis and 
seconded that the 1946 Award study on 
the activities of Norwegian women in 
the war be published by Pi Lambda 
Theta if funds can be arranged. If 
funds cannot be made available that 
other means of publication be investi- 
gated. 

Approved 

Report of the Special Committee on 
Regional Organization. The report of 
the group was presented by the Chair- 
man, Harriet Blum. Discussion brought 
out the feeling of some chapters that 
because of the great distance to other 
chapters, there is need of a regional 
director who might interpret national 
policy, unify activities of the re- 
gion, and assist in the transfer of 
members, in political action, and in 
program. It was suggested as an alterna- 
tive that there might be one national 
officer in each geographic location. The 
President explained that the Nominat- 
ing Committee is instructed to consider 
geographic location as well as other 
qualifications, A dissenting committee 
member expressed the opinion that the 
problems of Pi Lambda Theta do not 
lend themselves to geographic classi- 
fication, that setting up geographic bar- 
riers or boundaries is undesirable, and 
that flexibility in exchange of ideas is 
preferable, Additional expense as a re- 
sult of an increase in board size was 
mentioned. The contribution of region- 
al meetings without formal regional or- 
ganization to the objectives stated was 
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discussed. Officers were asked to ex- 
press their opinions, which reflected 
endorsement of the idea of regional co- 
operation but rejection of the addition 
of regional directors because such a 
plan tends to set up geographic barriers, 
makes appointive officers members of 
an elective board, and introduces an 
intermediate category between the na- 
tional officers and the chapters, thus in- 
creasing the distance between national 
and chapter officers. The Council 
expressed the opinion that the Na- 
tional Board should be increased by 
two additional officers to meet the ob- 
jectives named, 

It was moved by Harriet Blum and 
seconded that the matter of Regional 
Organization be referred to the Na- 
tional Board for serious consideration. 

Approved 

It was moved by Pauline Alt of 
Lambda Chapter and seconded that the 
Council go on record as favoring schol- 
atships and fellowships. 

Approved 

Katharine Pease presented the rec- 
ommendations of the Discussion Group 
on Proposed New Projects. 

It was moved by Katharine Pease 
and seconded that the National Board 
adopt the policy of participation in 
projects on a national scale. Four areas 
of projects are suggested: teacher re- 
cruitment, aid to schools in devastated 
areas, teacher exchange, UNO and 
UNESCO. 

Approved 

It was moved by Katharine Pease 
and seconded that the National Board 
set up a Committee on Unified Re- 
search to serve as a center for participa- 
tion in research projects on a national 
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scale. Two research projects are sug- 
gested: The Professional Woman Edu- 
cator’s Responsibility for Elderly De- 
pendents and Teacher Retention. 
Ap proved 
The meeting was adjourned at 11:00 
P.M. 


Wednesday, August 21 
MORNING SESSION 


The General Session convened at 
9:45 A.M. 

Report of the Committee on Re- 
gional Activity. The report of this 
special committee was presented by the 
Chairman, Ruth Boynton. 

Since there was no objection, the re- 
port was accepted. 

Discussion of the recommendation 
to appoint a committee to promote re- 
gional activity brought out points of 
view that the national office should not 
be burdened with the responsibility 
for regional events, that some areas 
would like a source of aid and a clear- 
ing house for ideas. Existing Board 
policy in publicizing regional events 
and sending a national officer was pre- 
sented. 

It was moved by Ruth Boynton and 
seconded that the National Board ap- 
point a national committee to promote 
regional activity and to facilitate the 
interchange of information concerning 
regional activity. 

Lost 

The Chairman appointed a special 
Committee on Pictures, consisting of 
Viola Del Castello as Chairman, Helen 
Hawkes, Helen Olney, and Kathryn 
Steinmetz, to gather negatives, get lists 
of persons interested, and devise a plan 
by which pictures taken by certain dele- 
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gates could be made available to other 
chapters. 

Report of the Nominating Commit- 
tee. The Chairman, Mabel Claire Stark, 
presented the report. She called atten- 
tion to the suggestions of the commit- 
tee as listed. She then announced the 
committee’s nomination for First Vice- 
President, Dr. Agnes Samuelson, and 
for Treasurer, Mrs. Clara Carr Stallard. 

Mabel Stark moved that the Execu- 
tive Secretary be authorized to cast a 
unanimous ballot for the election of 
Agnes Samuelson and Clara Carr Stal- 
lard as First Vice-President and Treas- 
urer, respectively. The motion was sec- 
onded and carried. The Chairman de- 
clared these two officers elected. 

Report of the Special Committee on 
Resolutions. The Chairman, Lovina 
Wilson, read the list of resolutions. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

Report of the Committee on Finance. 
Marguerite Hall, Treasurer and Chair- 
man of the Committee, presented the 
report. It was suggested that the num- 
ber of refunds be reduced, that all 
checks should be made payable to “Pi 
Lambda Theta” and sent to the Execu- 
tive Secretary, that dues lists should be 
complete, and that all transactions are 
made on a cash received and cash dis- 
bursement basis, with no credits al- 
lowed. Attention was called to the 
committee’s recommendations for top- 
ics to be considered at Council. 

Since there was no objection, the 
report was accepted. 

The meeting adjourned at 10:45 
A.M. 
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AFTERNOON SESSION 


The last General Session was called 
to order by the Chairman at 1:30 P.M. 

Report of Discussion Group on Dues 
Collection. The Chairman, Evelyn 
Hlubb, presented the report of the 
group. There was no discussion from 
the floor. 

Since there was no objection, the re- 
port was accepted. 

Report of the Discussion Group on 
Annual Dues and Budget. The report 
of this group was présented by the 
Chairman, Dorothy May Abbott. 

Since there was no objection, the re- 
port was accepted. 

In presenting the budget, the Treas- 
urer explained that the group had set 
up on the mimeographed sheets which 
were handed to Council members three 
different columns of receipts depending 
upon the amount of annual dues de- 
cided upon. Attention was called to 
the fact that it was an unbalanced 
budget, but that it could not be bal- 
lanced until the amount of dues was 
set and receipts could be estimated. 
Arguments for and against an increase 
in dues were presented and the differ- 
ence between the attitude of the dele- 
gates and of members not attending 
Council was pointed out. It was the 
opinion of a large majority that dues 
should be raised. 

It was moved by Dorothy May Ab- 
bott and seconded that the National 
Board consider raising the national an- 
nual dues to $2.25 a year. 

Approved 

The Parliamentarian read from page 
19 of the Constitution, Article XVI, 
Section I, to the effect that a change 
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in life membership fee necessitates con- 
stitutional revision and constitutional 
revision cannot be discussed in Coun- 
cil. However, in order to secure the 
judgment of the Council for the sake 
of the guidance of the National Board 
she suggested that the Council go into 
Committee of the Whole to discuss 
these and other matters related to dues. 

It was moved by Dorothy Erskine 
and seconded that the Council go into 
a Committee of the Whole. 

Approved 

After twenty minutes it was moved 
by Shirley Munger and seconded that 
the Committee of the Whole rise and 
report. 

Approved 

The Chairman of the Committee of 
the Whole, Dr. Helene Hartley, re- 
ported that the Committee discussed 
life membership and Council fees. The 
Council recessed to allow time for 
Board action on the budget. 

When the General Session recon- 
vened, the Chairman announced the 
two decisions of the National Board: 
(1) The Board unanimously recom- 
mended raising the national annual 
dues to $2.00 a year, and (2) The 
Board approved the budget which had 
been presented by the National Treas- 
urer. 

It was moved by Katharine Pease 
and seconded by Annetta James that 
the Council ratify the action of the 
National Board in increasing the na- 
tional annual dues to $2.00. 

Approved, with one opposing vote 

Discussion of the budget followed. 
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Questions were raised concerning the 
item for office rent, summer initiations, 
the possibility of remembering Pi 
Lambda Theta in wills, and contribu- 
tions from life members. 

It was moved by Marguerite Hall 
and seconded that the unbalanced bud- 
get be adopted. 

Approved 

Installation of Officers. The Presi- 
dent installed Mrs, Clara Carr Stallard 
as Treasurer for the Biennium 1946-48. 
Mrs. Stallard made a gracious re- 
sponse. The President then read a letter 
from Dr. Agnes Samuelson, newly 
elected First Vice-President for the bi- 
ennium, and stated that congratulations 
of the Council would be conveyed to 
her since she was unable to attend. 

Thelma Chisholm suggested a rising 
vote of thanks to the two retiring off- 
cers for their years of service. Mar- 
guerite Hall expressed appreciation of 
the cooperation of the National Board 
and of the chapter members. Helene 
Hartley stated that being an officer in 
Pi Lambda Theta had been one of her 
most rewarding experiences. 

Viola Del Castello, Chairman of the 
Special Committee on Pictures, re- 
ported that a letter would be sent dele- 
gates stating what pictures are avail- 
able, and enclosing an order blank. 

It was moved by Shata Ling and 
seconded that the Council adjourn. 

Approved 

The President read an adaptation for 
teachers of the Hippocratic Oath. The 
Council was adjourned at 3:00 P.M.

Groups 


A. Program 


1. Report of the Committee on 
National Program Policy 


The report of the National Program 
and Project Committee for the year 
1945-46 presented a challenge to the 
Council; for the committee asked that 
its plan be interpreted and that sugges- 
tions for the functioning or modifica- 
tion of the plan be set up for the guid- 
dance of the new Program Committee. 
National program policy was discussed, 
therefore, by a group comprising mem- 
bers from twenty-two chapters and Dr. 
Hartley and Dr. Walker from the Na- 
tional Board. Since there was general 
acceptance of the broad concept of 


“program” as including study, discus- 
sions, research, projects, writing, and 


cooperative activities with other 
groups, three phases of the problem of 
formulating a program were con- 
sidered: 


1. The kinds of help the chapters 
want from the National Program 
Committee 

2. The general subject 

3. The ways in which chapters can 
contribute to and work out a 
national plan 


Members from some college chap- 
ters expressed difficulty in following 
to completion a long range program 
on account of the study burdens of the 


members, the transient membership, 
and overlapping activities. Members 
from alumnz chapters with their more 
constant membership, however, were 
strongly in favor of a long range pro- 
gram which permitted much flexibility 
to meet local needs. 

After a lively discussion and reports 
on ways in which chapters had made 
use of the suggestions from the Na- 
tional Program Committee, the follow- 
ing recommendations were submitted 
to that committee: 

1. That the National Program Com- 
mittee send the broad program 
suggestions for the next year in 
March or April. 

2. That the National Program Com- 
mittee continues to be a clearing 
house for work in progress or 
completed by chapters. 

3. That local chapters feel it a def- 
nite responsibility to send in re- 
ports on program activities. 

4, That circular letters about pro- 
gram and projects to be sent to 
chapters in addition to program 
notes and information in the 
Journal. 

5. That the eight areas on the status 
of the teacher today be accepted 
as a crucial social issue and be 
used as a basis for continuing 
study with variation in emphases 
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according to changing conditions 
and to individual localities. 

6. That the need for flexible pro- 
gtams to meet varying conditions 
—as for example between college 
and alumnz chapters—be empha- 
sized. 

7. That, in addition to local projects, 
some special projects be proposed 
that would have the following 
characteristics: 

a. be national in scope 

b. indicate the purposes for 
which Pi Lambda Theta stands 

¢. present the organization to the 
public as a national force, and 

d. permit unity of action wher- 
ever chapters were in a posi- 
tion to participate. 

8. That the National Program Com- 
mittee provide some mechanical 
means such as a form by which 
reports of chapter programs 
would be solicited. 


As the third phase of the problem, 
ways in which chapters could work 
out the national plan, was not dis- 
cussed fully, the entire group made no 
specific recommendations, but did 
make suggestions which may be help- 
ful for national projects. Possibilities 
mentioned were: (1) an understand- 
ing of UNESCO, (2) the recruitment 
of teachers, (3) a study of and a plan 
for correcting restrictions placed on 
teachers, especially in smaller com- 
munities, and (4) a study of the re- 
strictions placed on young women who 
wish to enter college but are refused 
free choice due to the operation of the 
G.I. Bill of Rights. 

In order to permit program plan- 
ning by an entire chapter instead of 
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by a program committee, it was sug- 
gested that chapters might well hold 
meetings at the end of the year to 
evaluate the program for the past year 
and to plan for the coming year. A 
chapter program committee might sum- 
marize these suggestions and coordinate 
them with the broad areas suggested 
by the National Program Committee. 
The resulting program would be sub- 
mitted to the entire chapter for ap- 
proval and to the National Program 
Committee for information and assis- 
tance. 

It was also proposed that chapters 
initiate local projects, the planning of 
which would give experience in par- 
ticipating in a national project. 

The Discussion Group Committee 
expressed to Dr. Hartley its apprecia- 
tion for her guidance and gracious as- 
sistance.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Chapter Programs 
The Chapter Program Committee in 
its preliminary meeting prepared three 
major areas for discussion. The areas 
set up were as follows: 
1, Techniques for handling chapter 
programs 
2. Techniques for familiarizing both 
university and community with 
our purposes and provision for 
community service 
3. The best type of program for col- 
lege chapters 
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That chapter programs were of great 
interest to the group was evident both 
in the spirited discussion and also in 
the large number of members partici- 
pating. The first half-hour was spent 
in small group discussions. During the 
last half-hour reports were coordinated 
and points were presented for discus- 
sion by the general group. Mrs. Fu- 
gate and Miss Snedaker represented 
the National Board. 

Under area one, techniques for hand- 
ling chapter programs, the following 
suggestions were made: 


1. There should be every-member 
participation in planning and 
carrying out the program. 

2. The following programs have 
been tried out with success: 

a. Recruiting teachers 
b. Housing problems in the local 
area 
Assisting students and 
teachers in securing rooms 
Study of difficulties growing 
out of overcrowded condi- 
tions 
c. Special committees to keep 
track of local and federal leg- 
islation of interest to the 
group 
d. Backing public drives, taking 
an interest in local affairs and 
lending support when the pur- 
pose is worthy 

3. These programs can be carried 
out to greatest advantage by 
means of panel discussion, round 
tables, forums, and open meet- 


ings. 
The group who participated in the 
second area, techniques for familiariz- 
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ing both university and community 
with our purposes and provisions for 
community service, suggested the fol- 
lowing activities: 

1. Provision for open meetings 
wherein Pi Lambda Theta may 
contact agencies interested in 
child welfare but not limited to 
school agencies only 

2. Aid in the orientation of new 
teachers through providing assis- 
tance and information which 
would supplement that of school 
departments 

3. Provision for supplying papers 
and magazines to state and local 
instituitons 

4. Affiliation with local women’s 
clubs; assigning some members 
to attend the meetings and report 
back to the chapter 

5. Guest meeting to assist in public 
drives; for example, Ohio and 
its problem of provision for the 
insane 

6. Close cooperation with Phi Delta 
Kappa 

7. Support of community projects in 
music 

8. Long range programs for teacher 
recruiting 
a. Provision for interesting high 

school freshmen in education 
b. Teas for purpose of acquain- 
tance 
c. Provision for visiting excellent 
teachers in the classroom 

9. Provision in the community for a 
clearing house for programs of 
organizations with like ideals and 
purposes in order to avoid over- 
lapping and to provide for ex- 
change meetings

be given an opportunity to as- 
sume the responsibilities of lead- 
ership in order that they be better 
fitted for the work they are to do. 

2. That in chapters where older 
members established in the pro- 
fession and younger full-time stu- 
dents aré members of the same 
chapter, every effort be made to 
further fellowship between the 
two groups. 


The committee submits the follow- 
ing general recommendations: 


1. That provision be made for every 
member participation in planning 
chapter programs. 

2. That where college chapters are 
in the hands of young under- 
graduate members, there should 
be provision for association with 
the alumnz group and possibly 
an alumnz adviser for every offi- 
cer of the college chapter. 

3. That all chapters make an effort 
to further fellowship between 
alumnz or older in-service mem- 
bers and the full-time college stu- 
dent.

B. National Projects 


1. Report of the Committee on 


Awards and Loan Funds 


Discussion in this group which in- 
cluded Dr. Hall and Mrs. Stallard 
centered around several general themes. 


1. The desirability of publishing 


studies and research materials un- 
der Pi Lambda Theta’s name and 
sponsorship. How Pi Lambda 
Theta might publish the studies 
receiving the 1946 awards was 
considered. All were agreed that 
from the standpoint of educa- 
tional service and the prestige of 
Pi Lambda Theta such publica- 
tions are important. Many felt, 
however, that straight money 
awards to individuals should not 
be discontinued. The group was 
strongly in favor of publishing 
the 1946 award if Pi Lambda 
Theta funds are available. In the 
case of the 1946 study, it was 
ptoposed that some magazine 
such as Atlantic Monthly might 
take the material and publish it 
under a brief statement about the 
author which would indicate that 
she was the winner of the Pi 


Lambda Theta award. 


. The question of more adequate 


publicity concerning both the 
awards and the loan fund. \t was 


brought out that both schools of 
education and local chapters 
should domore in this respect. For 
instance, in schools of education, 
the publicity inviting students to 
submit studies for awards is cir- 
culated quite widely but possibly 
more should be done to keep the 
issue alive in chapters so that 
others, not now in schools of edu- 
cation, might be encouraged to 
undertake research. More in- 
formation concerning all. types 
of scholarships, fellowships, and 
awards should be made available 
to women teachers in local com- 
munities and to high school stu- 
dents planning to enter the field 
of education. 

3. The question as to whether a 
loan fund is as desirable a means 
of encouraging professional 
growth as scholarships or fellow- 
ships. The opinion was expressed 
that present day philosophy tends 
to favor outright gifts with no 
strings attached so that the re- 
cipients may, upon completion of 
studies, throw their entire energy 
into getting underway in their 
professions. If they are able 
people, their contribution to so- 
ciety will more than repay the 
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educational assistance they have 
received. At present the loan fund 
is not much in demand but in a 
time when it would be in de- 
mand, difficulties of getting estab- 
lished in professional work will 
be increased also, making the re- 
payment of the loan a problem 
in many Cases. 

It was also pointed out that 
those in schools of education are 
offered fewer scholarships and 
fellowships than students in other 
professional schools. Especially is 
there a dearth of such opportuni- 
ties for women students in educa- 
tion. If education is to progress 
as a profession, far more money 
should be spent to encourage 
able people to advance in the 
field. 

The problems involved in the 
mechanics of administering a loan 
fund, checking applications, ex- 
amining security, and making col- 
lections on a nation-wide scale 
were also raised. The consensus 
of opinion was that this involved 
rather serious difficulties for a 
national organization.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Journal Policy 


The discussion group which met to 
consider Journal policy, after due con- 
sideration and much lively discussion, 
reached the following conclusions: 

1. That the policy of reserving the 
Journal for material of general 
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interest and of publishing strict- 
ly organizational material in an 
annual fall supplement be con- 
tinued. 


. That the present practice of 


planning the Journal around 
areas of broad scope be con- 
tinued. 


. That the problem of preparing 


an annual index for the Journal 
be left to the discretion of the 
National Board. 


. That we should seek a wider 


distribution of the Journal but 
that details should be left with 
the journal staff. 


. That some plan be tried to fore- 


cast the number of issues of each 
Journal to be printed since the 
publisher cannot handle reprints. 
Finance, lack of storage space 
and necessity for extra handling 
discourage the subsidizing of 
printing extra copies on the 
chance that there may be a de- 
mand for them. 


. That the homemakers are in- 


terested in the Journal for its 
contact with the educational 
field rather than for articles on 
homemaking. 


. That college chapters be en- 


couraged to make contributions 
to the Journal. 


. That the deletion of or addition 


to features should be left to the 
discretion of the journal commit- 
tee and the editorial staff. 


. That the staff consider the possi- 


bility of using the colors blue 
and gold for the cover. 

That the Editorial Board get the 
best possible articles for the 
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Journal regardless of the sex of 
the author. 

11. That no change in manuscript 
be made without the author's 
consent if the thought of the 
author is altered by this change. 

Twenty-six members of the Council 

including Mrs. Fugate and Miss Sne- 
daker from the National Board, at- 
tended the meeting.

3. Report of the Committee on 
Proposed New Projects 


Function of the Committee: to in- 
vestigate, evaluate, and recommend a 
policy regarding new projects which 
might be undertaken on a national 
scale. Discussion was held upon the 
basis of these investigations. Dr. Hart- 
ley served as Board Consultant for the 


group. 
Basic Assumptions: 


1. A project should carry out the 
policies inherent in one or more of the 
eight program areas subsumed under 
the subject of the status of the teach- 
ing profession, as set forth by the Na- 
tional Program and Project Committee 
in 1945. 

2. Participation in a project or proj- 
ects should be on the basis of service 
on the part of individual chapters or 
groups of chapters. For example, if a 
school is to be “adopted,” money for 
this purpose is to be raised, not just 
taken out of the chapter's available 
funds or of any national fund.

3. All projects (with the exception 
noted below) should be carried on 
through the National Program and 
Project Committee. 

Suggested New Projects: Projects 
suggested are of two types, service and 
research, 

A. Four areas of service projects are 
suggested: 

1. Teacher Recruitment. It is pro- 
posed that Pi Lambda Theta par- 
ticipate in a cooperating national 
committee composed of represen- 
tatives of the American Council 
on Education, the National Edu- 
cation Association, Phi Delta 
Kappa, and/or others to work 
jointly on teacher recruitment. It 
is proposed further that the ques- 
tion of a teacher recruitment mov- 
ing picture either a) be dropped, 
or b) be referred to the cooperat- 
ing national committee on teacher 
recruitment for action. 

2. Aid to Schools in Devastated and 
Sub-standard Areas: It is sug- 
gested that individual chapters or 
groups of chapters work through 
an organization such as the Save 
the Children Federation, or 
through individuals, such as Dr. 
Rita Morgan, of New York City, 
formerly with UNRRA in Eu- 
rope, in locating and sponsoring 
specific needy schools. 

3. UNO and UNESCO: It is pro- 
posed that chapters develop and 
spread information about these 
organizations through such de- 
vices as subscription to the United 
Nations Weekly Bulletin, or co- 
operation with UNO units in 
local communities. 
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4. Exchange of Teachers: In the 
light of the fact that there are no 
federal funds available for this 
purpose (except in the case of 
exchange with South America), 
the following actions are sug- 
gested: a) give aid to present 
exchange teachers, b) bring pres- 
sure to bear to have present pro- 
gtams continued beyond the pres- 
ent one-year period, and c) bring 
pressure to bear to have the 
Bloom bill (authorizing the State 
Department to operate with the 
present information and cultural 
affairs program all over the 
world) brought before the 80th 
Congress. 

B. Research Projects: It is suggested 
that a Committee on Unified Research 
be set up to define research standards 
and act as the central agency for all 
Pj Lambda Theta research projects. As 
a beginning, two research problems 
are proposed: 

1. The Professional Woman Edu- 
cator’s Responsibility for Elderly 
Family Members: An investiga- 
tion to be carried out on the 
basis of the outline prepared by 
Dr. Gertrude Hildreth and Dr. 
Helen Walker. 

2. Teacher Retention: With empha- 
sis upon what considerations other 
than failure to succeed make 
young teachers drop out after only 
one or two years.

Its founding—in Geneva, Switzer- 
land, in 1920. 

Its purpose—to help cope with con- 
ditions affecting the well-being of chil- 
dren in all parts of the world, in time 
of peace or war, and without regard 
to nationality, race, creed or political 
belief. 

Its standards—those outlined in the 
“Declaration of the Rights of the 
Child”, known also as the “Declara- 
tion of Geneva”. 

Its member organizations in 32 
countries of the world. 


Save the Children Federation (Ameti- 
can Member): 


Organized in 1932. 

Its basic task in America has been to 
establish a socially sound pattern for 
assistance of children in sub-standard 
rural areas. 

Its vital function overseas is that of 
cooperating internationally in overcom- 
ing conditions that are a menace to the 
lives and welfare of children. 


AMERICAN PROGRAM 


Unmet Needs in Rural Districts (es- 
pecially in the South and Southwest) : 
Many communities are too poor to 
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support essential health services for 
children (food, clothing, recreation). 


Many schools fall far below stand- 


ards in respect to buildings, equipment, 
and instructional materials. 


School Sponsorships: 


The Federation has 100 active Coun- 
ty Committees in this work in seven 
states, has 800 sponsored schools with 
an estimated attendance of 36,000, as 
of March, 1946.

ORIGIN OF UNO 
The charter was drafted, adopted, 
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and ratified in wartime. A study of the 
conferences preceding its adoption and 
a review of tne development and the 
work of the League of Nations is an 
excellent background for UNO. 


UNO CHARTER 


The UNO charter is a tremendous 
achievement. It is a good workable 
plan for peace. More effort should be 
given to studying and understanding it. 

Points which might be emphasized 
in a series of meetings to discuss 
UNESCO: 


THE ORIGINS OF UNESCO 


The establishment of a charter for a 
United Nations Educational, Scientific, 
and Cultural Organization at London 
in November, 1945 represents the cul- 
mination of efforts extending over a 
period of nearly 300 years to secure 
international action in the field of edu- 
cation. An understanding of previous 
attempts will be useful in appraising 
the importance of UNESCO. 


THE UNITED NATIONS CHARTER 
AND EDUCATION 


Unlike the League of Nations cove- 
nant and the Dumbarton Oaks pro- 
posals, the United Nations charter 
contains definite provisions for interna- 
tional cooperation in education. The 
nature of these provisions and the 
reasons they were placed in the charter 
will increase one’s appreciation of the 
gtowing international importance of 
educational activities. 


THE UNESCO CHARTER 


The United Nations conference in 
San Francisco agreed that there should 
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be promotion of international cooper- 
ation in education and related fields but 
the methods by which this would be 
accomplished was left to a special con- 
ference held in London, November, 
1945. This conference adopted a char- 
ter. A study of the UNESCO charter 
might be divided: (1) purposes, (2) 
organization and structure, and (3) 
relationship to the United Nations, 
UNRRA, and other international activi- 
ties. 


THE CONTINUING PROGRAM OF 
UNESCO 


What should UNESCO do? What 
can teachers in the United States do to 
help? How can other citizens help? 
Articles are appearing currently indi- 
cating the scope of this program.

Bloom Bill authorizing the State De- 
partment to cooperate with the informa- 
tion and cultural affairs program all 
over world; now only in South 
America.

Present Situation in hiatus. What is 
being done? What can be done? 

1. Exchange of British Teachers. 74 
British and 74 American secondary and 
elementary school teachers now inter- 
changing; matched as closely as pos- 
sible; given leave of absence, receive 
own ‘salary, pay own traveling ex- 
penses. Some State teacher organiza- 
tions contributing to expenses; e.g., 
Maryland State Teachers Association 
giving $100 a month to each of its own 
teachers, Chevy Chase school board 
has helped its own teachers. This all 
under private organizations (e.g., Eng- 
lish Speaking Union e¢ al.), with U. S. 
Office of Education as chairman of the 
group. Contact Mr. Paul Smith, U. S. 
Office of Education, Federal Security 
Agency, Washington, D.C. Three 
things can be done: (1) give aid to 
present exchange teachers, (2) bring 
pressure to bear to have the program 
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continue beyond the present one-year 
period, (3) bring pressure to bear to 
have the Bloom bill brought before the 
80th Congress. Lists of the names and 
addresses etc. of the 74 teachers being 
sent Pi Lambda Theta in Greeley. 

2. French Teachers. 100 sent for by 
French government, with subsidy of 
7,500 francs per month. We have done 
nothing towards that; a private com- 
mittee and the State Department work- 
ing on this. 

3. Sources of information 

a. Department of State Bulletin, 
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especially last year and a half; many 
notes on international programs of this 
type; e.g., work being started in Korea. 

b. Division of International Educa- 
tional Relations, Washington. 

c. State Department—Mr. Harry 
Warfel, Acting Assistant Division 
Chief, Division of Exchange of Per- 
sons, Office of International Informa- 
tion and Cultural Affairs. This Division 
handles student and teacher exchanges, 
government trainees, policy to work 
with students through the Institute of 
International Education. 


C. Problems of Organization and Membership 


1. Report of the Committee on 
College Chapters 

Forty-one delegates and four mem- 
bers of the National Board, Doctors 
Seagoe, Hartley, Walker, and Snedaker 
were present at this discussion group. 
The ideas presented are summarized in 
the following list of suggestions: 

1. That the scope of Pi Lambda 
Theta in local chapters be broader 
in accordance with the national 
policy; that leadership and pro- 
fessional potentialities be equally 
important with scholarship in de- 
termining qualifications for mem- 
bership. It was the opinion of 
the group that there is a particu- 
lar need for a re-statement of this 
view since some college chapters 
consider scholastic standing the 
prime factor of eligibility. 

2. That not only students enrolled 
in education but also students en- 
rolled in other colleges within the 
university, who have completed 
the educational requirements, are 
eligible for membership. 


3. That it is most essential for Pi 
Lambda Theta to make clear its 
meaning and scope to faculty 
members and to various depatt- 
mental heads. 

4, That a committee be appointed 
to devise a national form to be 
used in locating members, and 
also for evaluating qualifications 
of candidates. 

5. That the procedure of securing 
the recommendations of faculty 
members and Pi Lambda Theta: 
members should precede request 
for scholastic standing from the 
registrar's office. 

6. That, should a summer school 
student lack one faculty recom- 
mendation necessary to meet 
qualifications for membership, 
her name should be kept on file; 
in the event the student returns, 
the information will be readily 
available. 

Procedures in the selection of officers 

that might be helpful in maintaining 
continuity within the chapter: 
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That the officers be composed of 
both undergraduate and alumnz 
members. 


. That dual officers be elected, 


whereby each campus officer be 
supplemented with a correspond- 
ing officer from the alumnz 


group. 


. That there be a Junior Board con- 


sisting of students who would do 
the planning for the campus 
group. This board would be 
elected by the voting group. 


. That a presidential committee be 


elected consisting of two or three 
individuals who would assume 
the responsibility of the presi- 
dency. These should be under- 
graduates. It was felt that this 
procedure would lend itself to a 
very flexible and informal pro- 
gram. 


. That the retiring president re- 


main on the executive board as a 
consultant whenever possible. 


. That officers be elected early in 


the year so that they may receive 
help from outgoing officers. 


. That an effort be made to ac- 


quaint freshmen and sophomores 
with Pi Lambda Theta. One ex- 
ample cited was a Recognition 
Tea. In another university a small 
group of outstanding students 
was selected and given recogni- 
tion on Insignia Day along with 
all other college awards. 


. That sponsors should act in ad- 


visory capacities only. That to in- 
sure continual growth, perpetual 
sponsors should be eliminated. It 
was generally agreed that a spon- 
sor of long tenure was a detti- 
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ment to the growth of a chapter. 
It was also suggested that an ad- 
visory board of six faculty mem- 
bers might replace the single 
sponsor.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Alumnz Chapters 


This group felt the duty of deter- 
mining common problems among 
alumnz chapters and of recommending 
procedures for their solution. Two dis- 
tinct problems seemed to form the 
basis of discussion. 


1. The present practices and rela- 
tionships between college and 
alumnz chapters were discussed 
and an attempt was made to 
formulate a policy which would 
improve inter-chapter relation- 
ships. Present practices and rela- 
tionships were classified into four 
groups:

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3. Report of the Committee on 
Field Members 

Fourteen members of the Council, 
including Mrs. Fugate and Mrs, Stal- 
lard, attended the discussion group on 
field members. 

The function of the committee was 
to consider critically the extent to 
which Pi Lambda Theta meets the in- 
terests of those who are at a distance 
from chapters, or who are homemakers 
not professionally employed. 

The national constitution in Article 
XI on membership states, “A field 
member is a regularly initiated member 
who is not in a position to work 
actively in a chapter but who maintains 
her affiliation with the national associ- 
ation by paying national dues. She is 
entitled to receive the Pi Lambda Theta 
Journal, to attend local and national 
meetings, and to use Pi Lambda Theta 
program materials in the interest of 
her community. She is not entitled to 
vote or hold office in a chapter. A 
national field member pays only na- 
tional dues and is not affiliated with a 
local chapter. A chapter field member 
pays whatever local dues are established 
by her chapter in addition to the na- 
tional field dues.” 

It will be noted that there are two 
types of field members, national and 
chapter. This discussion group con- 
cerned itself with both types, consider- 
ing the ways in which Pi Lambda Theta 
can increase its holding power in or- 
der to retain as field members many of 
those persons who allow membership 
to lapse. Of the 23,192 members initi- 
ated to date in the association, only 
16,215 remain on the classified mem- 
bership list for 1945-1946, 1 

Deliberation upon the problem, loss 
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of membership, was centered about 
three areas: 

1. Why do we have so great a loss 
of members after they leave the 
profession or become homemak- 
ers? Who bears the responsibility 
for this loss? 

2. What can be done about getting 
them reinterested ? 

3. What can homemakers and other 
field members who have left the 
teaching profession do to improve 
educational services in their com- 
munities ? 

Since there is an overlapping rela- 
tionship between the first two areas, 
they were discussed together. 

It was agreed that the responsibility 
for the loss of members must be shared 
by three groups: first, by certain initiat- 
ing chapters who fail to give pre- 
education and pre-instruction on the 
permanency of membership in Pi 
Lambda Theta before initiation; 
secondly, by the local chapters who 
should keep accurate records of changes 
of address, advanced degrees received, 
and service to Pi Lambda Theta; and 
thirdly, by the national office who 
should do continuous follow-up work 
and checking. 

The group felt that the initiating 
chapter cannot emphasize too greatly 
to new initiates the permanency of 
their relationship to Pi Lambda Theta. 
There must be pre-education and con- 
tinuous education on this permanency. 
Thus a member is made to realize that 
she is a Pi Lambda Thetan first, and a 
chapter member secondly. Too many 
initiates only feel honored academically 
in having the key conferred upon them, 
and are not made to realize the re- 
sponsibility of service that follows. It 
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was suggested that ali initiating chap- 
ters hold a series of classes educating 
mew members in the value of, the 
permanency of, and the Service of the 
association after a member is no longer 
in school. Other suggestions follow: 

Local chapters can keep in touch with 
field members by taking care of the 
collection of their dues. Sometimes a 
financial contact with the mother chap- 
ter brings desired results. 

Local alumnz chapters should feel 
the responsibility of affiliating all 
members in the community who are Pi 
Lambda Thetans. 

These chapters should feel the neces- 
sity of notifying the national office 
about changes of address. 

News letters to alumnz would be a 
good contact with field members. 

“Get-togethers” at State Teachers’ 
Meetings and reunions at commence- 
ment revive interest. 

A sunshine chairman of a chapter 
could write notes to field members to 
show that they were missed. 

The handbook advises roll call at 
meetings as a means of encouraging 
members to feel an obligation of at- 
tendance at meetings. (This is better 
suited to small chapters.) 

Joint dinners with Phi Delta Kappa 
or other educational groups to which 
field members may bring their husbands 
are a means of maintaining interest. 

A “Big Sister” plan whereby a Pi 
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Lambda Thetan may aid a younger 
member in orienting herself to a new 
position and locality, is of value. 

In planning research studies, the 
National Office might select topics that 
would utilize the abilities of people 
who have left the teaching profession, 

Concerning the third area, ‘““What 
can field members do to improve edu- 
cational services in their communities?” 
the group reached the conclusion that 
if the members are well-chosen in the 
first place, they will add to any com- 
munity. Some special services in which 
Pi Lambda Theta homemakers have 
actively participated are: 

1. Recreational therapy programs in 
the hospitals, especially in pedi- 
atric wards 

2. Story-telling hours at Orphans’ 

Homes 
. Library service 

4. Supervision of parks where chil- 
dren play 

5. Guardians to Camp Fire and Girl 
Reserve groups 

In conclusion, the committee sug- 
gested a real crusade or “round-up” 
on behalf of both national and local 
chapters, before the next Council, to 
restore lost members to the active ranks 
and to retain every present member.

1. Report of the Committee on 
Extension 

Twenty members of the Council, 

representing about equally college and 

alumnz groups, attended the discus- 


sion group on extension. Dr, Walker 
and Dr. Hall represented the National 
Board. At Dr. Walker's invitation, 
one visitor from Boulder, Colorado was 
present in order to learn of organiza- 
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tion procedure for a proposed alumnz 
group at Boulder. 

There were four major divisions of 
the discussion, each introduced by a 
question. 

1. Are there major types of institu- 
tions in the United States which 
do not have chapters of Pi 
Lambda Theta and might be in- 
terested ? 

The group suggested that State 
Teachers Colleges, Women’s 
Colleges, and State Universi- 
ties in areas not represented, 
be investigated as possible 
fields for chapters. 

2. Shall Pi Lambda Theta follow a 
vigorous policy of extension? 

It was suggested that both col- 
lege and alumnz chapters be 
established wherever possible. 
The group favored the or- 
ganization of separate alumne 
chapters near college chapters 
and thought it possible that ad- 
ditional alumnz chapters, pay- 
ing sufficient dues, might be a 
financial asset to the national 
organization. 

3. What is the responsibility of in- 
dividual members for extension ? 

Each member of Pi Lambda 
Theta must assume responsi- 
bility for extension. Collegiate 
chapters should educate and 
prepare for alumnz responsi- 
bilities, including matters of 
transfer and personal contacts 
leading to organization of new 
chapters. 

4. Shall Pi Lambda Theta take the 
initiative in extension into other 
countries ? 
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It was suggested that a formal 
recommendation be made to 
the board in the matter of in- 
ternational extension. The 
group felt that this policy was 
particularly timely in view of 
general interest in international 
relations and also in view of 
the fact that some individuals 
in foreign countries have ex- 
pressed a desire for extension 
of Pi Lambda Theta to their 
institutions.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Public Relations 


Over forty members attended the 
discussion concerning public relations. 
Dr. Sachs acted as consultant; Dr. 
Hartley, Mrs. Stallard, and Miss Sne- 
daker of the National Board were

The group’s findings are reported in 
the form of suggestions. It is sug- 
gested: 

1. That Pi Lambda Thetans in a 
given area conduct an all-day con- 
ference, using Pi Lambda Theta 
talent only; all professional 
groups in the area to be invited 
as guests.

Dr. Seagoe had requested that we 
reach some conclusion on the following 
points: (1) whether Pi Lambda Theta 
should act nationally on political issues ; 
if so, (2) in what areas action should 
be taken; and (3) what procedure 
should be used. 

There was unanimous agreement that 
Pi Lambda Theta should do something 
nationally about political matters be- 
cause it will help accomplish three of 
the organization’s purposes, namely: 

To work actively to further the cause 

of democratic education 

To encourage intercultural under- 

standing 

To strive for a clear understanding 

of local, state, national, and inter- 

national problems and to stimulate 
active participation in their solution 

As to the scope of affairs on which Pi 
Lambda Theta should act nationally, 
the group agreed that activity could 
well be confined to matters directly re- 
lated to education. This limitation 
seemed desirable because education is 
the area in which our training and 
experience qualify us to participate as 
a group. More extensive coverage 
would increase the cost. Other agencies 
are better equipped to deal with a wide 
variety of problems, and Pi Lambda 
Theta is more likely to be successful in 
its first attempts if efforts are confined 
to the one field. 

The group was divided on the ques- 
tion of the way in which the national 
association might act on political mat- 
ters. A few were in favor of the as- 
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sociation’s taking a position on specific 
legislation. A number of problems were 
raised concerning that proposal: the 
complex nature of specific legislation 
makes it difficult to reach a decision 
that would seem wise to the member- 
ship as a whole; and, since many mem- 
bers would not be willing to have the 
National Board make the decision, a 
chapter referendum would be neces- 
sary—a referendum that would entail 
much preliminary study by all of the 
chapters, more prompt action in re- 
turning the vote than has been cus- 
tomary, and a highly controversial de- 
cision as to what proportion of votes 
must be in favor to justify a national 
stand. 

All were agreed on the value of hav- 
ing the National Association stimulate 
individual action on political matters. 
They felt that a concerted effort was 
necessary if the stimulation was to take 
place. They suggested that during the 
coming year the National Board or its 
appointees encourage individual action 
on political matters in the following 
ways: through pointing out to local 
chapters the importance of keeping 
members informed of local political 
conditions affecting education ; through 
requesting chapters to appoint a legis- 
lative chairman; through including 
legislative issues related to education 
among the suggested program em- 
phases ; and through preparing analyses 
of specific bills and giving information 
about other sources.

1. Report of the Committee on 
Dues Collection 


Forty people including Dr. Walker, 
Dr. Hartley, and Mrs. Stallard attended 
the session devoted to dues collection. 
The purpose of the discussion was to 
devise one plan for collection of dues 
that would be usable in all chapters. 
The participants in the discussion were 
urged to remember (1) that the chap- 
ters range from seventeen to six hun- 
dred in membership; and (2) that the 
feasibility of a plan should be con- 
sidered from the viewpoint of both 
the local chapters and the national 
office. The discussion centered about 
three types of collection—monthly, 
quarterly, and annually. 

During the discussion the members 
of the committee took notes which 
were presented at the end of the dis- 
cussion and served as a summary. These 
summaries follow. 

Miss Lusk presented the advantages 
and disadvantages to the chapter of 
annual collection of dues. The ad- 
vantages were that only one report to 
the national office was required and that 
the membership list had to be checked 
only once. The disadvantages cited for 
the annual dues collection were that 
the one report was very long and 
tedious for most chapters, and that pre- 
paring it was so difficult that many 
errors were likely to occur. Moreover, 
the annual collection of dues came in 
January at a time when the treasurer 
(a teacher or student usually) was very 
busy. 

Miss Eschner presented the ad- 
vantages and disadvantages to the chap- 


ter of quarterly dues collection. An 
advantage of this plan is that if mem- 
bers are billed once a year it gives the 
chapter treasurer an opportunity to get 
dues from delinquents before they be- 
come delinquent in the national office. 
The disadvantages were lists still too 
long for some of the larger chapters 
and the burden imposed upon the 
treasurer. 

Miss James presented the advantages 
and disadvantages to the chapter of 
sending the dues in monthly. Ad- 
vantages resulting from this plan are 
as follows: (1) fewer names are listed 
in each report to the national office and 
so there is less likelihood of error; (2) 
new treasurers or sometimes inefficient 
treasurers can be caught up in an early 
stage if the monthly basis is used. A 
disadvantage of monthly collection is 
the nuisance of too frequent reports. 

Mrs. Arciniega was then asked to 
present from the national viewpoint 
the advantages and disadvantages of 
the three plans. Mrs. Arciniega pointed 
out that the annual method caused a 
deluge of reports to the national office 
and disrupted all office routine causing 
other activities to be neglected. A 
second disadvantage of annual dues col- 
lection is that the national treasurer 
who is usually a school person is overt- 
worked in a month which is always a 
busy one in school—the first month 
of the semester. A third disadvantage 
of the annual method lies in added 
JOURNAL expense since delinquents 
get two copies for which they have 
not paid. The quarterly method of 
sending in dues for the national office 
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has almost the same disadvantages as 
has the annual method. The monthly 
method of sending in dues has two 
great advantages: (1) the monthly re- 
ports are shorter and easier to record, 
and (2) having the reports come in 
monthly does not disrupt the office rou- 
tine. 

Other pertinent points developed 
during the discussion were: 

1. Notices of delinquent dues should 
be sent to the chapter treasurer 
who in turn will send the bill 
to the member. There should 
never be any billing of an indi- 
vidual from the national office 
unless the chapter has requested 
it. 

2. It would facilitate local matters 
if the national office would be 
more prompt in the depositing of 
checks. 

After the summaries of the discus- 
sion had been presented, the following 
question was put to a vote: Should dues 
be sent into the national office monthly, 
quarterly, or annually? The result of 
the vote was: 

24 delegates wished the monthly 

plan 
7 delegates favored the annual plan 
0 delegates favored the quarterly 
plan 

The acceptances of this “dues col- 
lection group” were therefore as fol- 
lows: 

1. That all local chapters make 
monthly remittances of dues to 
the national office—the date of 
the month to be decided by the 
local chapter. Whatever date is 
selected should be adhered to in 
all successive months. 
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2. That any notice to a member re- 
garding delinquent dues should 
go first to the local treasurer and 
be sent to the member at the dis- 
cretion of the local treasurer. 

3. That local treasurers should as- 
sume the responsibility for reduc- 
ing delinquency and converting 
delinquent members into paying 
members as soon as possible.

2. Report of the Committee on 
National Annual Dues and 
Budget 


Before presenting the recommenda- 
tions of the Committee on Dues and 
Budget, the chairman reviewed receipts 
by general fund and operating disburse- 
ments and made explanations to show 
the need for additional funds. The 
following points were stated: 


DISBURSEMENTS BY GENERAL FUND 


1. The budget was made in 1945 
for the biennium of 1945-47. 
These amounts appeared to be 
sufficient for the needs of the 
two years. However, the increase 
in the cost of several items could 
not be predicted and so the oper- 
ating disbursements for the first 
year of the biennium are more 
than one-half of the entire 
amount set aside in the budget. 
This would incur a deficit for 
these items unless the operating 
receipts can be increased. 
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2. Some of the items whose cost 

has been greatly increased are: 

a. traveling expenses 

b. clerical help 

c. certificates 

d. Council if it is held on either 
coast and/or with hotel ac- 
commodations 

e. printing the Journal 

f. Federal tax on telephone and 
telegrams 

3. Under the present set-up the cost 
per person per year is $2.15 
which is higher than the dues of 
$1.25. 

4. Certain items in the budget such 
as the $1000.00 per year awards 
and the $500.00 emergency re- 
serve are mandatory by Council 
action or by the constitution. 
Some items such as, office rent 
and professional services, have 
been covered adequately in the 
original budget. 

5. Moving the nationa! office cost 
more than was allocated resulting 
in a deficit which must be made 
up. 

6. The figures in the budget are 
given in round numbers to the 
nearest amounts calculated. 

7. The revised budget is being set- 
up for the biennium so as to cover 
the second year in the biennium. 

8. The estimated expenses are based 
upon actual operating expenses 
for 1945-46 plus consideration of 
prospective higher costs. 


RECEIPTS BY GENERAL FUND 


1. The initiates bear the major share 
of the expenses and their dues 
should not be raised. 
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2. The second big item of income 
is from member assessments or 
annual dues, and is insufficient 
to maintain the high standards 
of Pi Lambda Theta. 

3. Receipts from Council assess. 
ments could be increased. 


RECOMMENDATIONS OF THE 
COMMITTEE 


The committee suggests that: 

1. The National Board consider 
raising the annual national dues 
to $2.25 per year. 

2. The National Board consider 
amending the constitution so as 
to permit the increase of life 
membership subscriptions to $40. 

3. The National Board consider re- 
taining the first $15 of the life 
membership subscription in the 
general fund for operating re- 
ceipts. 

4. The National Board consider re- 
taining in the general fund the 
second $5 payment of the new 
life membership subscriptions re- 
ceived in the last fiscal year, and 
during the rest of this calendar 
year. 

5. The chapters be notified of the 
contemplated increase in the life 
membership subscription and that 
they encourage subscriptions to 
life membership during the calen- 
dar year. 

6. In fairness to all chapters, the 
Council assessment be made on a 
pro rata basis according to the 
membership of the preceding 
year and that this rate be 25¢ per 
person per year. 

7. The National treasurer send a 
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statement of the number of paid 
members to each chapter to facili- 
tate the work of chapter treas- 
urers, 

Also, it was the opinion of the com- 
mittee that there be an alignment be- 
tween the operating disbursements and 
the operating receipts of the general 
fund with decreases in disbursements 
wherever possible without impairing 
the efficiency of the organization. How- 
ever, if at the end of the biennium 
there is still a deficit, the committee 
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would suggest that the National Board 
consider making up the deficit from 
the principal of the one-half of the life 
membership fund, the interest of which 
is designated for Journal and publi- 
cations.

2. Report of the Committee on 
Regional Activity 


Regional activity in some form 
seemed highly desirable to the discus- 
sion groups and seemed to merit en- 
couragement and development. The 
type of activity and the program seem 
to be matters to be developed locally. 
The type of activity most frequently 
suggested was a regional conference, 


but workshops were also mentioned. 

Discussion of organization involved 
two aspects: national participation and 
local organization. 

Three suggestions were made te- 
garding national participation: that 
there might be a national committee 
to promote and coordinate regional 
activity; that a national officer serve 
these functions; that there be no na- 
tional participation and that any inter- 
change of information be handled 
directly between regions. 

Several suggestions were made for 
possible local organization. These sug- 
gestions include: 

1. The chairmanship might rotate 

among chapters. 

2. The chairman or hostess chapter 
might assume all responsibility 
for one year or else the duties 
involved might be divided among 
all the chapters participating and 
these duties as well as the chair- 
manship might rotate among the 
chapters on a regular schedule 
which would insure the partici- 
pation of all chapters each year. 

3. Since a rotating chairmanship fre- 
quently devolves upon an already 
busy chapter president, sugges- 
tion was also made that, in some 
instances, the chapter presidents 
might wish to select a chairman 
for the activity and themselves 
serve in an advisory capacity. 

4, Divergence of opinion appeared 
in relation to required chapter 
participation. It was suggested 
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that each chapter guarantee to 
send at least one delegate to any 
regional activity. On the other 
hand, it was also suggested that 
no chapter should be required to 
participate in any regional activity 
in its area. 

The objectives which regional ac- 
tivity might serve included the follow- 
ing possibilities: 

1. Fellowship 

2. Implementing national projects 

and program areas 

3. Unifying chapters for regional 

activity, such as legislative action 

4, Mutual aid to chapters on prob- 

lems of internal Pi Lambda Theta 
organization and policy 

5. Attracting members living in the 

region who are not currently af-

Regional grouping must be func- 
tional and might differ for different 
types of events. For imstance, a 
Founders’ Banquet might attract people 
within only 50 miles; whereas, a large 
conference might attract people for 
several hundred miles. Interchange of 
a calendar of regional activities might 
attract visitors from other regions. The 
major considerations in functional 
grouping are distance and finance. The 
single isolated chapter represents a 
special problem in connection with 
functional grouping. It was suggested 
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that the national office might assume 
responsibility for being sure that the 
isolated chapter is included in some 
nearby region. 

The time and frequency of regional 
activity appear to be local problems. 
Suggestions include annual or biennial 
activity. If biennial, it would probably 
alternate with the National Council. 

The suggestion that regional activity 
might be timed to coincide with meet- 
ings of general education associations 
or institutes should not be overlooked 
since this might help in obtaining out- 
standing speakers and especially in 
solving problems of the cost of trans- 
portation in a region where the chap- 
ters are scattered. 

Finance represents a problem closely 
related to the type of activity. Sug- 
gestions include: 

1. Registration fees 

2. Members pay their own expenses 

3. Chapter assessment—either as an 

outright evenly divided amount 
Or as an assessment prorated ac- 
cording to the number of mem- 
bers in the several chapters 

4, Transportation costs, especially 

those of single isolated chapters, 
might be counted as part of the 
general expenses of the affair and 
financed in the same way as other 
general expenses, such as mimeo- 
graphing
